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200-year jail term for Columbo 
DeLuca sentence the same

Saying "it wasn't us," Patricia Col- 


ombo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
were each sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison for the murders of 
Miss Colombo's parents and brother. 


Miss Colombo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge R, Eugene 
Pincham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys for new trials and announced 
the sentences, 


Miss Columbo, 21, and DeLuca, 39, 


were found guilty July 1 of the May 4, 
3976 killings of Miss Columbo's par- 
ents, Frank and Mary Coiumbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael. 


Miss Columbc blinked back tears 


and spoke with a trembling voice af- 
ter Pincham aske'l her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence. 


"There's one thing more important 


than anything else," Miss Columbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jury, can never take away from me, 
and that's that my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us in that house that night or that 
morning.

"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss' Columbo said, "and 
that's all that really matters to me." 


FRANK DeLUCA spoke in a calm 


voice as he told Pincham, "Patricia 
and I are inr.ocent . . . and I would 
stand on my testimony on the witness 
stand." 


Pincham then sentenced the pair to 


200 to 300 years for the killings; 20 to 
50 years to Miss Columbo for solic- 
itation to commit murder; and 10 to 
50 years to DeLuca for solicitation. 


The sentences will run concurrently. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca will be eli- 
gible for parole after 11 years, two 
months in the state penitentiary. 


Defense attorneys for Miss Columbo 


and DeLuca Monday said they will 
appeal their clients' guilty verdicts. 


ART DeBABTOLI, 500 Woodview 


Ave., 
Elk Grove Township, and his 


wife Dolores, were best friends of the 
Columbos. 


"The sentence was right," DeBar- 


toli said. "He (Pincham) is a fair 
judge." 


Mrs. DeBar,toli agreed, saying, "No 


amount of years 'could equal the 'tor- 
ture that was done to them (the Col- 
umbos) in snuffing out three lives." 


Carolyn Tygrett, of Gary, one of 


Mary Columbo's sisters, said, "I take 
what Pincham says as what he 
thought was the just hing."', 


ALdlS BALIUNAS, Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney who, prose- 
cuted Miss Columbo and DeLuca, 
said, "It is a very appropriate' sen- 
tence. The fathers of the Old Testa- 
ment never even contemplated such 
an occurence. This makes the sin of 
Cain look like a misdemeanor." 


However, William P. Murphy, Cook 


County assistant public defender for 
Miss Columbo, said the sentence was 
"pretty long for somebody who didn't 
do anything." ' 


Murphy and Michael P. Toomin, 


private defense attorney for DeLuca, 
said they will appeal the jury's ver- 
dict that found Miss Columbo and De- 
Luca guilty on all counts of solic- 
itation, conspiracy and homicide.

Office will decide next month whether 
a grand jury indictment will be 
sought in a case involving four Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 5D officials, 
Asst. State's Atty. Mitchell E. Garner 
said Monday. 


Under 
investigation 
for 
alleged 


wrongdoing related to the formation 
of a unit school district are board of 
education members Judith 2anca and 
Emll Bahnmaier, Supt. Roger Bard- 
well and public relations director 
Leah Cummins, Garner said. 


"We are in contact with several wit- 


nesses and will conclude our in- 
vestigation in a month," he said. 


Garner declined to reveal the 


names of the witnesses or the nature 
of their testimony, but said he will 
know next month whether there is 


"sufficient evidence of criminal activ- 
ity" to warrant pursuit of a grand 
jury indictment. 


THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S in- 


vestigation of the four Dist. 59 offi- 
cials stems from charges made in 
May 1976 by board member Paul 
Kucharski, 


In a 14-page statement issued last 


spring, Kucharski charged that the 
four misinformed the board and with- 
held information about the process of 
petitioning for the formation of a unit 
school district. 


The four "made private deals, de- 


stroyed tapes and acted in- 
appropriately as public officials," he 
said.* 


Reiterating her earlier denials of 


the charges, Mrs. Zanca Monday said 
Kucharski's allegations "are all false- 


hoods and lies and have no basis in 
truth." 


SHE SAID she spoke to "a Mr. 


Turner" at the stale's attorney's of- 
fice Monday morning who told her he 
knew of no investigation involving her 
or any other Dist. 59 officials. 


"He said if there was a case some- 


one in the school district would know 
about it and no one does," Mrs. Zanca 
said. "He told me he'd probably have 
something in writing for me in a few 
days saying there is no investigation." 


Garner said he knows of no Mr. 


Turner, but that as the assistant 
state's attorney handling the Dist. 59 
investigation he knows there is an in- 
vestigation. 


"We have over 400 attorneys here 


and often the left hand doesn't know 
what the /right hand is1 doing," he

TAIF, Saudi Arabia (UPI) - Sec. 


of State Cyrus Vance extended his 
Middle East peace mission Monday 
amid encouraging reports that the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization was 
prepared to soften its hard-line stance 
against Israel, 


While Vance met with King Khaled 


of Saudi Arabia, a State Dept. spokes- 
man traveling with the secretary said 
indirect word had been received from 
the PLO that it might accept a modi- 
fied form of United Nations Resolu- 


tion 242, whic tacitly recognizes Is- 
rael's right to exist. 


President 
Carter 
announced 
in 


.Plains, Ga., .that in light of the re- 
ports, Vance will remain in the 
Middle East for a "second round" of 
talks aimed at opening the way for a 
resumption of the Geneva peace con- 
ference this fall. 


THE STATE DEPT. spokesman 


said PLO acceptance of the U.N. reso- 
lution would indicate the Palestinian 


group no longer demands the destruc- 
tion of the Jewish stale. 


But the spokesman, Hodding Carter 


III, said the PLO must accept the res- 
olution "in its entirety without modi- 
fication." 


State Depl. officials said the PLO 


announcement might come at a sched- 
uled meeting of ,the PLO National 
Council in Damascus, Syria, Aug. 16. 


Vance will extend his scheduled 11- 


day Middle East trip by one day, Car- 
ter said, remaining through Saturday 


for additional talks with Arab leaders. 


"WE DON'T KNOW yet what's go- 


ing to happen until I get a complete 
report from C'y Vance," Carter said. 
He added, "I think things look better 
than they did." 


Vance has spent a total of 7Vz hours 


in Taif in talks with King Khaled and 
his top advisers, discussing 
the 


Middle East negotiations and the part 
that the Saudis can play. 


U.-S. officials said the Saudis, strong 


financial backers of the PLO, have 


played a moderating role in the nego- 
tiations. The State Dept. described the 
talks as "excellent exchanges." 


Vance was scheduled to leave Saudi 


Arabia today for Israel, to meet with 
'Prime Minister Menahem Begin and 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan.

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5,000 found unreliable 
in nuclear weapons jobs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ite Penta- 


gon transferred nearly 5,000 persons 
last year because officials felt they/ 
could not be trusted with nuclear 
weapons due to drug and alcohol 
. abuse and other reasons, according to 
figures released Monday by Rep. Les 
Aspin, D-Wis. 


"What this means . . . is (bat those 


removed from their positions are as 


close to having their finger on the 
trigger as one can get," said Aspin. 


"Any unstable individual having ac- 


cess to nuclear weapons amounts to 
our own version of Russian;'roulette: 
Unfortunately, the consequences of 
just one mishap could be 'catastro- 
phic." 


STATISTICS provided Aspin by. the 


U.S. Defense Dept. showed that 4,965 


persons were transferred under the 
Personnel Reliability Program, or 
about 4.3 per cent of all 121,767 Army, 
Navy and Air Force personnel having 
access to nuclear weapons. 
• The number and, percentage is 
about -the .same as the previous year 
although there was a 48 per cent in- 
crease in the number of Navy person- 
nel transferred,- balanced by a reduc- 


tion in Army removals. 


The percentage among the services 


, was fairly consistent in 1976, Aspin. 
said, with the Army having a 5.5 per 
cent rate, the Air Force 4.1 per cent 
and the Navy 3.9 per cent. 


According to the statistics, drug 


abuse was the leading reason for 
transfers, accounting for 30 per cent 
of the removals.

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Jets shriek as Mikva 
takes residents' sounding

U.S. Rep. Abner Mikva, D-iOth, 


found out there's more to Des 
Plaines than meets the eye when 
h« took a walk down Estes Ave- 
nue Monday. 


To the eye, this shady residen- 


tial street is a picture of peace- 
fulness. But to the naked ear, as' 
the congressman from Evanston 
painfully discovered, Estes Ave- 
nue is the rattled victim of devas- 
tating noise from aircraft roaring 
In and out of nearby O'Hare Air- 
port. 


Mikva and two Federal Aviation 


Administration officials spent an 
hour Monday morning taking 
noise readinp from aircraft pass- 
ing overhead and talking to resi- 
dents about the problem. It was 
part of Mlkva's effort to publicize 
the plight of residents and curb 
noise around O'Hare Airport. 


The airport's 
early morning 


flight patterns cooperated with 
Mikva's sound survey, providing 
him with a steady stream of jets 
coming in for landings over the 
south side of Des Plaines neigh- 
borhood. 


ONE OLD BOEING 707 broke 


the 110 decibel mark on the FAA's 
sound meter, and lent an air of 
credence to Mlkva's arguments for 
more federal control of noise pol- 
lution. His arguments went large- 
ly unheard by the newspaper and 
television 
reporters 
gathered 


around him, however. It was just 
too noisy. 


Residents of the neighborhood 


have learned a trick that helps 
them cope with the noise — they 
simply don't talk when a jet is fly- 
ing overhead. Their speech, as a 
result, is disjointed and filled 
with noisy pauses. 


Marge 
Mangelsforf 
and her 


family moved to their house at 
1615 Estes St. just a few weeks 
ago. She said she had no idea she 
was moving in under a heavily 
used flight path until the deal was 
closed. 


Didn't the real estate agent say 


anything about it? 


"No. We knew we were close to 


the airport, but we didn't know it 
would be this bad," she said. 


SOME AIRLINE industry offi- 


cials have argued that people who 
decide to live near an airport 
know what they're- getting into 
and should learn to live with the 
noise. Mikva argued that most of 
the 
neighborhoods 
surrounding 


O'Hare were built long before the 
noisy Boeing 707s and DC-lOs 
were invented. 


"I want to ilispell the myth that 


all these people moved in and the 
area was built after the problem 
already existed," Mikva said/ 


Carol Renkosik, 1604 Estes St., 


told the congressman she and her 
children spent a lot of time indoors 
when the jets are going over. 


"In the summertime you can't 


go outside and hold a normal con- 
versation," she said. 


"If you think this is bad, you 


should be here when they're tak- 
ing off. It's incredible," her hus- 
band, Robert, added. 


ON THE WAY OUT of the 


neighborhood, Mikva stopped at 
the Iroquois outdoor swimming 
pool, 1836 E. Touhy Ave., to talk 
to lifeguard Dane Kamin.

From Pennslyvania plant 
Uranium ore diverted 
to Israel, experts say 


WASHINGTON ..CUPIJ:~ Some in- 


telligence1 analysts believe as much as 
134 pounds of highly enriched uranium 
— enough ;for perhaps half a dozen 
bombs — may have be'eii diverted to 
Israel from a Pennsylvania plant in 
the early.1960s, congressional experts 
saidMonday. 


House energy staff members said 


the intelligence assessment — identi- 
fied only as coming from an agency 
involved in foreign operations, appar- 
ently the CIA — raises questions 
about; government claims that no 
bomb-grade nuclear material has 
been stolen or diverted.

But Robert Fri, head of the Energy 


Research and Development Adminis- 
tration, said an investigation of unex- 
pectedly high inventory discrepancies 
at the plant in Apollo, Pa., turned up 
"no evidence that a diversion had in- 
deed occurred." 


FRI TOLD THE energy subcom- 


mittee of the House Interstate' Com- 
merce Committee the "material unac- 
counted for" at Apollo is part of some 


five tons of bomb-grade plutonium 
and uranium, believed trapped in pro- 
cessing equipment, discharged ta ra- 
dioactive waste or put on the list by 
imprecise accounting. 


The five-ton nationwide figure is 


about one ton more than ERDA and 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
detailed Friday. Officials said the ex- 
tra ton represents 
the estimated 


amo u n t of bomb-grade uranium 


; trapped with perhaps four tons of low-' 


errenriched uranium in a pair of 
gaseous diffusion processing plants. 


"This report cannot prove absolute- 


ly that no diversion or theft has oc- 
curred," Fri said. But he said such 
accounting, coupled with physical 
safeguards, makes it virtually impos- 
sible for material to be lost or stolen. 


Congressional staff members told 


UPI they received conflicting infor- 
mation on the Apollo plant from one 
intelligence agency. They said the 
agency's suspicions do not prove any 
material has been lost or stolen, but 
further investigation is needed. 


THE APOLLO PLANT was oper- 


ated during the 1960s by the Nuclear 
Materials and Equipment Corp. It 
turned gaseous uranium into solid 
compounds, such as reactor fuel'. 


"We have been told by the agency 


that it has strong suspicions that a 
diversion occurred at Apollo," said 
one committee staff member. "We 
have not seen their evidence. We are 
trying to get it. If there was a diver- 
sion, it could have happened any- 
where between 1960 and 1965." 


Fri said a 1965 investigation by the 


Atomic Energy Commission indicated 
the Apollo plant had a 134-pound dis- 
crepancy in one year because it lum- 
ped, operating losses for several years 
— mostly material coated inside pipes 
— on a single account. 
. 


In addition, he said, the process 


used at Apollo produced about twice, 
the normal inventory discrepancy be- 
cause uranium had to be processed 
through that plant two or three times 
when a single run would suffice at 
most other, plants.

June 8,1968, Playboy said. It said the 
questioning was done at Brushy 
Mountain Penitentiary in Tennessee 
June 22.

OFFICIALS OF JOHN E. Reid and

voluntary responses indicated lie lied, 
Playboy reported. 


"It is the 'opinion of the examiner, 


based on the subject's polygraph 
records, that he is not telling the truth 
on the previously listed questions," 
they were quoted.

tin Luther King Jr. and that he did so 
alone." 


Ray, informed of the results of the 


examination, was quoted as saying he 
does not believe lie-detector tests are 
accurate. 


"Well, I don't know if there's any- 


thing accurate about these lie-detector 
tests," he said. 


"Sen. Sam Ervin, I think, called it a 


medieval contraption or something. 
See, when I took the test, I had a 
headache all day. I took a bunch of 
aspirin, I don't know if that would af- 


fect the test or not. They also asked 
me a series of (control) questions 
about other robberies — a lot of those 
questions can cause certain anxiety if 
you're accused of them. 


"I think it's best to answer ques- 


tions when you're not hooked up and 
all that stuff — machines." 


HALF OF THE interview was con- 


ducted after Ray was recaptured in 
June after he escaped briefly from 
Brushy Mountain. 
' Ray said he escaped in hopes of 
"making some sort of .arrangements 
to turn myself in in exchange for a 
trial." 


He said he was aware that type of 


negotiation sledom works and hoped 
to entice Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell "into 
some type of friend of the court ar- 
rangement with my lawyer." 


He said he hoped to contact Bell 


and work out a deal through Nancy 
Becker, an ABC-TV reporter in Chi- 
cago'who once interviewed him.

Unborn can sue 
doctors: high court 


The Illinois Supreme Court ruled Monday doctors and hospitals 


can be sued by the unborn. Previously, damages could be collected 
by someone only for injury done after conception. The con- 
troversial 4-3 ruling, a no-holds-barred opinion in which the usually 
staid justices attack each other by name, was hailed as a "land- 
mark decision" by the winning lawyer. "There is no other state 
reviewing court in the nation that has ruled this way," said attor- 
ney Robert C. Strodel of Peoria. "The basic fundamental law has 
been extended one notch." Strodel represents Emma M. Renslow 
and her daughter, Leah Ann, born prematurely with brain damage 
March 25, 1974, because Mrs. Renslow, when she was 13-years-old 
and living in Bloomington, was twice given the wrong kind of 
blood at Mennonite Hospital. The mix-up occurred in 1965. Mrs. 
Renslow, now living near Denver, Colo., sued the hospital and Dr. 
Hans Stroink, its director of laboratories, for negligence and will- 
ful and wanton misconduct on behalf of herself and Leah Ann.

James M. Skelton, 37, a Champaign druggist and county treas- 


urer, announced Monday he is a Republican candidate for state 
treasurer.

Firefighters gamble to 
stop California blazes A

California fought its worst outbreak 


of forest fires in a half century Mon- 
day as firefighters took a calculated 
gamble and shifted their firefighting 
troops to try to contain the growing 
inferno. 


The gamble ^was to concentrate 


most of the 3,550 available men on the 
north end of the vast Marble Cone fire 
to protect the valuable watershed, 
leaving the south end undermanned 
and taking the risk the blaze's 78,000 
acres would burst out and double in 
size. 


T h e risk w a s taken because 


Marble Cone's flames, which already 
have consumed most of the Ventana 
Wilderness area in the scenic Big Sur 
country, were sweeping northward 
into the watershed of the Salinas-Car- 
mel Valley, home of tens of thou- 
sands. 


THE SITUATION was called "ex- 


tremely critical" by fire boss Myron 
Lee because destruction of the ground 
cover would cause massive erosion, 
mudslides, silting and flooding next 
winter. 


Lee said his 'decision was "not easy, 


but essential to protect the high prior- 
ity watershed." 


The Marble Cone fire was ignited 


last Tuesday by lightning. By Mon- 
day, firefighters had improvised 51 
miles of fire break, less than half the 
blaze's perimeter. 


Marble Cone was one of seven ma- 


jor fires in the drought-stricken state 
remaining out of control from among 


hundreds set last week. 


With the annual fire season only 


half over and with the driest part still 
to come, a total of 250,000 acres of 
timber and brush have burned. For- 
esters guessed the record 300,000 
acres of destroyed timber in 1924, the 
next worst, would not pnly be sur- 
passed, but surpassed within a few 
days. 


CALIFORNIA'S largest fire was the 


81,000-acre Scarf ace in the Modoc- 
Lassen area of the state's far north- 
east. Scarf ace was so enormous it 
generated its own weather, causing 
rain in Oregon and Idaho. According 
to satellite pictures, its smoke poured 
out over parts of five states. 


But by Monday Scarface, which has 


burned 221 million board feet of lum- 
ber, was 80 per cent contained, and 
firefighters hoped for full control by 
Tuesday evening. 


With diminishing winds, firefighters 


predicted several major fires would 
be contained by Tuesday. These were 
the Gerig, the Eagle Lake, Bomta, 
Pondosa and Horr's Corner. 


Federal officials said an emergency 


situation in western states cuased by 
drought and lightning woujd continue 
at least another five days. Fires were 
burning in six western states. 


The nation's largest fire, near 


Nome, Alaska, ruined 335,000 acres of 
land used by reindeer for grazing. A 
total of 1.5 million acres of tundra 
have burned in the last two weeks.

Bobby Libit likes to ptay baseball, dance and wa- 


ter jkl. He's just a normal 9-year-old. 


But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"I was resigned to the fact that he would die, and 


that he would die here with his family and his 
friends," says Patricia Libit, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
ing back on the days in July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplastk anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Maywood. convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up. Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantees," Mrs. Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug. 7,1973, and follow up treatment, which included 
a year of isolation to prevent infection, the doctors 
arc giving guarantees. 


''As far as I know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if it passed the first year," Mrs. Ldbit says. 


Bobby is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, field days and especially music. 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his IB-year-old brother Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and for the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection. 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I

She hesitates when, asked what advice she has for

most triple this year, but he also dis- 
covered he has been overtaxed for the 
past 19 :years.

HE IS ONE OF a group of North- 


west and North suburban residents 
who are joining a taxpayers' strike, 
organized by the newly formed Tax- 
payers Protest Committee. 


Keeley received a tax:bill of $3,300 


on his 1.25 acre tract, last year, be- 
fore the quadrennial reassessment, he 
paid the county $1,300. 
' 


"So I went down to the county office 


— I wanted to find out how they were 
taxing me," he said. There he dis- 
covered the county has taxed'him for 
9,500 square feet ,of Wolf Road border- 
ing his property since he moved there 
ill11958. 


While Keeley technically owns that 


portion of Wolf Road, it was declared 
a public easement in 1936 and is non- 
taxable. 


"They've been charging me for . . . 


9,500 square feet of Wolf Road for 19 
years," Keeley said, adding the over- 
charge comes to $600 for this year 
alone. 


"They told me everyone who lives 


from Dundee to Hintz ,Road possibly 
is paying extra on the road," he said. 


FRANK COAKLEY, a spokesman 


for the county assessor's office, ad- 
mitted it appears Keeley has been 


• overcharged! He could not say :wheth- 
er any other Wolf Road residents 
were over taxed.. Several residents 
questioned were not aware of any in- 
equity. 


Keeley's tax bill will be corrected 


for 1976 when he "files a complaint, 
Coakley said. He cannot, however, be 
reimbursed for any previous years be- 
cause complaint deadlines have ex- 
pired. 


Even with the $600 deduction, Kee- 


ley is not satisfied. He said a revised 
$3,200 bill is still too high for a resi- 
dential lot. 


The county began assessing proper- 


ty on the basis of fair market value 
last year1. Keeley's property has a 
higher market value than most resi- 
dential lots because it is zoned for 
multi-family housing.

High taxes, perhaps like no other 


issue, have a way of bringing out the 
rebel in Americans. 


It happened 201 years ago when 


Americans went to war to, protest' 
what they believed were unjust taxes. 


Today it is happening in northern. 


Cook County, where taxpayers 
are 


hoping to organize a "taxpayers' re- 
volt" to protest huge increases in 
their tax bills. Some increases have 
been as high as 50 per cent in the 
Northwest suburbs.

The move for a tax strike began 


with a small group of irate taxpayers 
in Evanston about two weeks ago. The 
group met last week and drew about 
150 members. Thursday the 
"re- 


volt" will come to Palatine, where 
disgruntled taxpayers are expected to 
gather at 8 p.m. at the public library, 
500 N. Benton St. 


The movement probably will pick up 


steam and a larger following today 
and Wednesday with similar meetings ' 
in Winnetka and Glenview. 


"I've called everybody I can think 


of," said Mrs. William Spring', 801 S. 
Vail Ave., Arlington Heights, who has 
taken a strong interest in the pro- 
posed strike. "Something has to be 
done, but we can't do it alone," she 
said. 


"The John Doe and Jane Doe are 


frustrated. They can write all 'the let- 
ters they want to the 'Fencepost,' or 
call the village hall everyday, but you 
won't get anywhere." 


Mrs. Spring said she believes a 


large group of protesters will have 
some "clout" with local taxing bodies 
and the state legislature. 


That is what James L. Tobin, presi- 


dent of the National Taxpayers United. 
of Illinois, also is hoping. The state 
taxpayers group, an affiliate of the 
National Taxpayers' Union in Wash-

Inmates release 
hostages unhurt 


More than a hundred inmates armed with kitchen utensils and 


workshop tools seized 14 hostages at'a state prison Monday, but 
freed the last of the captives 12 hours later. The prisoners at New 
York's Eastern Correction facility near Napanock, N.Y., released 
the final seven hostages just before 8 p.m. CDT. None of the 
hostages was injured. A spokesman for the Dept, of Correctional 
Services said the prisoners were "apparently satisfied with nego- 
tiations" over four demands, including amnesty from prosecution 
for the takeover. But it was uncertain when the prisoners would 
return to their cells and end the first hostage-taking insurrection 
at an upstate New York prison since the bloody Attica riot of 1971.

Alyeska Pipeline Co. today rejected charges the firm wasted $1.5 


billion in construction of the Alaska oil pipeline. A report prepared 
for the Alaska Pipeline Commission said cost overruns were 
caused by a pattern of mismanagement. The report will be used in 
arguments before the Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
will set rates for transporting oil from Alaska's North Slope fields 
to the lower 48 states. The transportation rates will take construc- 
tion costs Into account and if Alaskan officials can prove the oper- 
ation was managed poorly, their oil royalties will be increased.

Fighting reported 
in south Lebanon 


Bitter fighting in south Lebanon Monday jeopardized the Middle 


East peace efforts of Sec. of State Cyrus Vance. Palestinian guer- 
rillas and Lebanese leftists exchanged artillery and machine-gun 
fire with Christian rightist militiamen overnight in the tense south- 
ern border region near Israel. At least two persons were reportel 
killed and four wounded in areas held by guerrillas and leftists. No 
casualty figures were available from the rightist enclaves, which are 
closed to outside access except from Israel. Syrian, Lebanese and 
Palestinian negotiators had engineered a temporary lull in the 
fighting with an agreement two weeks ago on steps to implement a 
cease-fire in the region. 


Israel admits to arms supply 


Israel admitted Monday for the first time that its artillery has 


supported Lebanese Christian rightists in their battles with Mos- 
lem leftists and Palestinian guerrillas in southern Lebanon. "We 
help them militarily," Prime Minister Menahen Begin said. "It's 
no secret and it should not be a secret. Public opinion should know 
about this. "Without our military help the Christian minority would 
have long ago been wiped out totally." Israeli support of the,Chris- 
tians began before the end of the Lebanese civil war and has been 
aimed at depriving Palestine Liberation Organization guerrillas of 
a staging ground for attacks against Israeli settlements. 


Simulated combat to test 
role of women soldiers

U.S. Army is sending a special team 
on maneuvers next month to test how- 
welt women soldiers handle the stress, 
strain and discomfort of simulated 
combat, a spokesman said Monday. 


Women soldiers — more than 10,000 


now serve Europe alone — are forbid- 
den by law to be assigned to combat 
roles. 


But they can be and are assigned to 


combat support and combat service 
roles, including work with medical de- 
tachments, supply and transportation 
units, maintenance groups, signal 
units and military police.

Politicans share ABA spotlight

Capitol Hill newsmakers and Illi- 


nois' top political leaders shared the 
spotlight Monday at the formal open- 
ing of the American Bar Assn. in Chi- 
cago. 


• Vice President Walter Mondale 


said American Intelligence gathering 
organizations abused their power so 
badly in recent years that Watergate 
pales by comparison. 


• Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell said there 


will be indictments for income tax 
evasion coming out of the Korean 
bribery investigation with or without 
the testimony of wealthy Korean busi- 
nessman Tongsun Park. 


• Illinois Sen. Adlai Stevenson said 


he has decided to obtain additional 
counsel for the Senate Ethics Com- 
mittee investigating South Korean 


bribes amid growing speculation that 
present or former senators may be 
implicated in the scandal. 


• Gov. James R. Thompson said 


more and more social problems are 
becoming legal problems and he 
urged the nation's lawyers "to make 
ihe words of the law a reality" for the 
nation's poor. 


• Chicago Mayor Michael Biiandic 


said Jhe city was happy to have an 
estimated 15,000 lawyers in Chicago 
for the convention, and told the attor- 
neys his office would be open 24 hours 
a day "in case any of you get into 
mischief you can't handle." 


Mondale said while serving on the . 


Senate Select Intelligence Committee 
he found Watergate was "only the tip 
of the iceberg" in a sea of secret sur- 
veillance. 


He cited a long list of abuses by the 


CIA, FBI, Army, National Security 
Agency and the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. 


"Our investigation found that the 


roots of many of these abuses could 
be traced back to a frame of mind 
born in the early days of the Cold War 
— to die belief that America could riot 
be defended without more deceit and 
illegality than democracy permits, or 
more cynicism and hypocrisy than 
our beliefs would allow." 


Mondale said President Carter's ad- 


ministration "has rejected absolutely 
the doctrine that any government offi- 
cial, including the President, is above 
the law. President Carter has made it 
clear that he, and everyone who 
serves under him, has a duty to obey 
the law just like every other citizen." 


U25s Powers buried at Arlington 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - 


Francis Gary Powers, the pilot in- 
volved in a Cold War incident 
when his U2 spy plane was shot 
down by the Russians in I960, was 
buried Monday in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


Powers, 47, a pilot and traffic 


reporter for KNBC-TV, Los Angel- 
es, was killed along with a cam- 
eraman on Aug. l, when their 
helicopter crashed. 


It was what the Air Force 


called its "simple honors" cere- 
mony for former officers. The 
honor guard in black dress uni- 
forms snapped to attention as the 
flag-draped coffin was taken from 
* hearse and escorted to the 
grave. 


THREE 
VOLLEYS of shots 


were fired and a bugler played 
"Taps." 


Powers' widow, Claudia, was 


dressed all in white and showed 
little emotion. His mother, Mrs. 
Ida Powers, began to cry. His son 
and daughter, Gary Jr. and Dee, 
sat quietly as Maj. David Sams 
read from scripture and recited 
an Air Force prayer entitled 
"High Flight." 


Sams presented the widow with 


the flag, and as the family left, a 
single red rose was placed atop 
the casket. 


Powers was 1,200 miles inside 


the Soviet Union on May 1, 1960, 
when 
a Russian 
surface-to-air 


missile exploded near his U2, He 
bailed out and was captured. 


Premier Nikita 'Khrushchev an- 
nounced this in cancelling a sum- 


in i t 
meeting 
with President 


Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


THE UNITED STATES claimed 


at fh-st that Powers was a civilian 
pilot on a routine weather mission 
that went off course when the 
plane's oxygen system went awry. 


Khrushchev 
produced 
photo- 


graphs and Eisenhower dropped 
the denials. 


Powers was convicted after ad- 


mitting he was paid $2,500 a 
monbh by the Central Intelligence 
Agency, and for two years was 
imprisoned 120 miles from Mos- 
cow. 


Then, on Feb. 10, 1962, at a 


bridge in Berlin, Powers was ex- 
changed" for Soviet .Col. Rudolf 
Abel, sentenced by the United 
States to 30 years in prison for spy- 
ing.

parents and younger brother died, 
prosecutors said. She then wielded a 
pair of scissors to mutilate the bodies 


of her mother and brother, according 
to the state. 


DeLuca and Miss Columbo murder- 


ed her family after they could not find 
anyone willing to go through with the 
crime, according to testimony. 


Why? Because her parents .dis- 


approved of her love affair with De- 
Luca, a married father of five. Be- 
cause her father virtually wrote her 
out of his will, leaving her only $5,000; 
Because of hate. 


A jury found Miss Columbo and De- 


Luna guilty July 1. The defendants 
will appeal for new trials. But even if 
they win their appeals, they still will 
spend years behind bars.

The sign has been there so long that 


corn is twisting around it. 


For nearly two years, in fact, the 


billboard on 117 acres of farmland at 
Palatine and Schoenbeck roads in 
Wheeling Township has heralded the 
coming of the second campus of Har- 
per College. 


For months there have been rum- 


blings of dlscontnt over Harper Col- 
lege's plans to build a second campus 
in Wheeling Township. Although the 
board of trustees argues Harper's 
growth will slow In the future, educa- 
tion reporter Rena Wish Cohen talks 
with Harper Pres. Robert E. Lahti 
about why he relentlessly defends the 
Deed for a second campus. 


Today the property is as empty as 


the day Harper purchased it in late 
1975 — no signs of life except the corn 
gone to seed, no buildings except 
some deserted barns left from the 
previous owner and certainly no stu- 
dents.

of planning and have to run the gamut 
of approvals from numerous state 
boards before one shovelful of dirt 
can be turned.

•Spit" (a scenic coastal area), Tass 
said. 


Psychiatrists came up with the 


"good cheer" idea after automation at 
the factory. Automation took some of 
the sweat out of being a factory work- 
er, but it created other problems. 


"Automatic devices, while relieving 


the physical strain of the workers, 
have in some measure because of the 
unavoidable 
monotony 
involved, 


somewhat increased mental strain," 
Tass said. 


First the Soviets tried exercise peri- 


ods, where workers performed their 
situps, pushups and jumping jacks 
right on the factory floors. The rooms 
of good cheer came next. 


"Observations have shown that such 


rooms remove fatigue and improve 
the general sense of well-being, at the 
same time raising productivity by 10 
to 15 per cent," Tass said.

In other words, Lahti says, don't be 


handcuffed to old ideas or time will 
pass you by. Eventually, he says, 
funding will each up with the trend 
toward older students interested in 
learning for learning's sake and obliv- 
ious to course credits. 


In the meantime, Lahti says, start 


small on the second campus. Build 
enough facilities to offer some liberal 
arts courses and six or eight career 
programs which are in demand. Have 
a small library and limit food service 
to vending machines or a short-order 
grill. See how it goes, and then react. 


Clearly, Lahti thinks it will go over 


big. He sees more students lurking in 
every corner, ready to pound on Har- 
per's door. The enrollments, he says, 
will come from many sources: 


• From room that opens up when 


the crunch at the" Palatine campus is 
relieved. 


•Right now, lack of space is pre- 


venting Harper from answering a de- 
mand for courses in auto body repair. 
When there's space, there will be stu- 
dents. 


• From "transplants" .from the 25 


off-campus facilities Harper uses for 
classes. 


Satellites such as the Willow Park 


Center in Wheeling hosted more than 
3,000 students last fall and Lahti ar- 
gues there would have been more if 
Harper could have remodeled the 
space it was leasing for specialized 
needs. But "no one will rent to you 
and let you tear up a building.'" 


• From people who live nine or 10 


miles from, the Palatine campus and 
balk at the 20- or 30-minute drive.

population boom in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Demographers estimate the popu- 


lation of Harper's college district will 
mushroom from 415,000 today to more 
than 610,000 before the year 2000. That 
means a 50 per cent increase in the 
pool of prospective Harper students. 


So Lahti is not worried about the 


success of a second campus. What 
does worry him is getting the prepa- 
rations under way. Because even if 
Harper plunges into the planning 
stages today, it probably will be 1982 
before the first student walks through 
the door of a building at the Palatine 
and Schoenbeck road site.,

Lahti's views don't prevail. 


Skeptics still are wary about waver- 


ing enrollments, fearful that the nov- 
elty of having a college in the North- 
west suburbs has worn off and that 
Harper may not be able to fill the ex- 
tra classrooms on a second campus. 


They wonder whether there is a 


point where Harper should draw the 
line and say, for example, "Sorry, but 
we don't have room for belly danc- 
ing classes." 


Besides, they say, it may not be 


necessary to build a handsome new 
campus to solve overcrowding at the 
Palatine facilities.

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Walker should 
pay his debts 


Former Gov. Daniel Walker is 


engaging in a cynical bit of 
manipulation in trying to write 
off a substantial part of his cam- 
paign debt as campaign contri- 
butions. 


Walker's action has put more 


than 30 Illinois hotels and res- 
taurants in a bind because as 
holders of liquor licenses they 
are prohibited from making 
campaign contributions. 
"In addition, writing off the 
$200,000 in debts as contributions 
takes advantage of Walker's 
standing as a public official to 
do' something that no private 
citizen could get away with. 
Walker is essentially skipping 
out on his financial obligations. 


.Officials of at least seven of 


the establishments whose bills 
Were listed as contributions on 
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Walker's campaign financial re- 
port expressed surprise at the 
way the bills were handled. 


Officials of the liquor control 


commission also have said they 
will investigate the situation to 
see whether the. liquor license 
holders whose bills to Walker 
have suddenly become contribu- 
tions ought to,be punished for 
breaking the law. 


If any of the establishments 


finds itself unwittingly in hot wa- 
ter just because it extended 
credit to the campaign of a gov- 
ernor, justice will not be served. 


The practice of some political 


candidates, particularly unsuc- 
cessful ones, skipping • out on 
campaign debts is a long-stand- 
ing and disreputable part of the 
American political process. It is 
for that reason that many busi- 
nesses who work with candi- 
dates, including newspapers that 
accept political advertising, de- 
mand cash in advance for ser- 
vices. 


Anyone who aspires as Walker 


does to a position as a "new 
breed" politician ought to feel 
obligated to pay his campaign 
debts. Period. 


Writing legitimate debts off as 


campaign contributions is not 
the honorable course. Walker 
should treat his debts for what 
they are and not deal in book- 
keeping sleight of hand that can 
inconvenience or embarrass his 
creditors.

kind of person would put on such 
an event.

The case for independence 
of press from government 


Now and then, regularly really, a 


reporter who looks like a decent fel- 
low or a nice ]ady may be taken aside 
by a politician and asked in the most 
reasonable way to keep something out 
of the paper, or to handle some small 
matter with particular solicitude. 


The politician doing the asking is 


usually just starting out in public of- 
fice or at the end of a long career, but 
he could be anywhere in between. And 
he usually makes it clear that it's not 
in his interest that he's asking — 
goodness, no — but in the interest of 
the city, or the county, or the state. 
Sometimes the nation's, which is 
when this sort of appeal seems to 
work best. 


Often enough it's a perfectly sincere 


appeal, based on the belief that letting 
some piece of the public business out 
will really harm the public interest. It 
might erode people's confidence, or 
make government more exepensive, or 
just raise a lot of unnecessary sand. 
So: Why not work together? 


Because the people would 'be de- 


prived of'an important check on their 
officials, and of information needed to 
make important decisions. Like whom 
to vote for at the next election. 


GRANTING FOR A moment, and 


only for a moment, that many short- 
term efficiencies might be achieved 
by this kind of happy'Cooperation be- 
tween politicians and press, eventual- 
ly this symbiotic relationship between 
the two could come to resemble a con- 
spiracy. In the public good, of course. 
Or rather in what the politicians and

newspapers agreed was the public 
good, which is not necessarily the 
same. 


Eventually, the press could take on 


some of the responsibilities of politi- 
cians by deciding the best way to pre- 
sent events to the public for political 
effect, and the politicians might get 
into news management. Roles would 
be blurred -that, certainly over the 
long term and perhaps over the short, 
too, should be kept separate. 


The rationale for keeping the press 


and politics separate is not neces- 
sarily efficiency. Decisions (including 
bad ones) might be made more 
smoothly if politicians and press 
worked together. A better argument 
for separate roles is the need for pub- 
lic information and public judgment. 
Upon those rest democratic govern- 
ment. Without them, democracy be- 
comes the manipulation of the blind 
by the arrogant. 


Even when the arrogant are nice 


guys who want to keep things from 
the people for their own good, that is 
no longer democracy. Maybe that's 
why Jefferson said that, if he bad to 
make a choice between having a gov- 
ernment or having newspapers, he 
would choose newspapers. Govern- 


ments can be replaced; whether they 
are replaced for good or ill may de- 
pend on how well people are in- 
formed. 


IN A WAY, IT is a remarkably na- 


ive and inefficient and tumultuous 
system, Jefferson's. Opening every- 
thing up just icvites a lot of trouble. 
(Although it may prevent much 
worse.) When some newsman just out 
of Journalism School tries to explain 
all this — if he believes it himself — 
he may get only a look in reply that 
says: You're putting me on, you don't 
believe al that, it's just another cover 
for baiting the poor harassed public 
official. And there may be no con- 
vincing otherwise. 


And yet this curious 18th century 


experiment, despite some rough times 
and brief retreats, has stumbled on 
now for better than 200 years, while 
the knowing kings and queens of Eu- 
rope have been confined to history 
texts and ceremonial appearances. 
Which system really has proven the 
more efficient and lasting? 


But in the rush of a meeting or in a 


friendly chat at City Hall, it may 
seem a bit pretentious to go into all 
this. It would be a lot simpler, and 
much less work, to be a nice guy and 
not tell everything you know. It's a 
pity that the need for an independent 
and even obstreperous press should 
take so long to explain, because it's 
the sort of thing politicians and press 
should talk about, and think about.

Issues split 
Carter from 
his support

WASHINGTON (DPI) — As was al- 


most sure to happen, Jimmy Carter's 
chickens have come home to roost 
and the henhouse is starting to get 
crowded. 


The blacks are angry because Car- 


ter has not thrown massive federal re- 
sources into making jobs. Labor is 
ticked about Carter's minimum wage 
position. Feminists are seething 
about Carter's opposition to federally- 
fiannced abortions. Defense hard- 
liners object to deep-sixing the B-l; 
the other side is upset about contin- 
uing work on neutron weapons. 


It was completely predictable. Car- 


ter won the presidency by fitting to- 
gether a coalition of differing inter- 
ests and there was" bound to be con- 
flict when they all started presenting 
their claims at the WMte House. • 


CARTER SAYS, according to vari- 


ous reports, that he is being dunned 
for some things he never agreed to 
buy. He says people are mistaking 
what they hoped he would do for what 
he promised to do. He has responded 
to some criticism sharply, which has 
caused some talk about the emer- 
gence of a "mean streak." 


Abortion is En example of an issue 


on which Carter apparently feels he is 
getting a bad rap. 


He said from the start he was op- 


posed to abortion, but would do noth- 
ing to upset the Supreme Court's rul- 
ing permitting it in the first stages of 
pregnancy. He put his emphasis on 
federal programs that would prevent 
unwanted pregnancies, but never vol- 
unteered that he would oppose paying 
for abortions with Medicaid funds. 


Defense is another area where he is 


getting heat. He started the campaign 
opposed to the B-l bomber, later said 
he would continue research and devel- 
opment and hold up production. His 
final decision conformed to the latter 
position, linked to a conclusion that 
the cruise pissile was a better weap- 
on. 


CARTER DOUBTLESS feels he has 


kept his promises on jobs by support- 
ing public employment and seeking to 
beef up manpower programs. But 
there is no big administration push 
for the Humphrey-Hawkins full em- 
ployment bill that Carter did pledge 
— with qualifications — to support 
last year. 


There is a distinct feeling In 


Washington that the President is real- 
ly putting his chips on business recov- 
ery rather than direct federal inter- 
vention to provide the solution to long 
term unemployment. 


Because Carter consciously jtried to 


take middle ground positions on many 
volatile issues last year, he was called 
"fuzzy," and suffered for it in the 
polls and election returns. 


Now some of the same people — 


Democrats as well as Republicans — 
who accussed him of waffling during 
the campaign are claiming he made 
hard and fast promises to support 
specific programs. 


That may seem somewhat unfair to 


Carter, but as he noted himself on the 
question of abortion for poor women, 
no one can guarantee equity in this 
imperfect world. 


He defends stand on x-movie ban 


As one who has a great deal of re- 


spect for the practice of the "Socratic 
dialogue," I feel compelled to respond 
to Kathleen O'Malley's comments 
(August 2) regarding my letter on 
censorship (July 27). Her reply is 
flawed by contradiction, confusion, 
and misinterpretation, and I think 
some clarification is necessary. 


First, Ms. O'Malley accuses me of 


"name-calling" (twice) and of mak- 
ing 
"unfounded 
innuendoes" 
and 


"cheap insinuations." Mind you, this 
was written by an individual who 
wants to "rid the issue of emotional- 
ism." Instead of presenting her posi- 
tion in the form of some sort of logi- 
cal argument, she lets her imagina- 
tion run wild, bringing in "book- 
burnings" and "home 
invasions." 


These hints at 1984 or the Third Eeich 
never even entered my mind while 
writing the piece. My fear is not one 
of storm-troopers" rummaging through 
my personal library but rather one of 
being prohibited from purchasing or 
"checking out" publications of my 
choosing in the local stores or in the 
public library. ' 


In addition to her' vivid imagination, 


Ms. O'Malley approaches the whole 
issue of censorship (a very general is- 
sue) from an extremely narrow prag- 
matic point of view: "There is only 
one issue at hand right now, and 
that's the theater." Any kind of prag- 
matism which is not guided by a 
sound theoretical underpinning is al- 
ways a danger, and one wonders how 
long "right now" will last? In light of 
these difficulties, I would like to reite- 
rate the grounds on which my position 
was formed. 


My challenge was directed only to 


the city council, and the use of the 
term 'moral do-goodism' was restrict- 
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ed to that group of individuals. The 
gist of my challenge was simply that I 
am extremely skeptical of the in- 
tention from which the obscenity ordi- 
nance was authored. Given the fact 
that one cannot look into another per- 
son's mind and observe what his or 
her intentions are, one is forced to 
-draw conclusions from the person's 
linguistic, physical, and/or social be- 
havior. The language of the ordinance 
was presented in a vague and subjec- 
tive manner, a situation which could 
easily lead to an arbitrary application 
of the law. Not only am I critical of 
the subjectivistic, intuitionistic ethical 
theory exemplified by the council, but 
I also believe that legislators should, 
in their actions, express the''general 
will' of the community at large. 


The 'general will' is, indeed, some- 


thing that is .very difficult to gauge, 
but in light of the fact that there was 
no significant public outcry regarding 
the movies at the theater (no organ- 
ized protests, no community forums, 
no leaflets in the mailbox, etc.), my 
original claim that pornography is a 
pseudo-issue has been affirmed. The 
fact that one family didn't purchase a 
house in the community is of no con- 
sequence to the issue. What is at 
stake here are not matters of fact but 
principles and points of logic. 


Another equally problematic issue 


raised by the ordinance is that, in ad- 
dition to the council's unique ability to 
perceive The Good, they evidently 
also have the ability to decide what 
has "serious literary, artistic, politi- 
cal or scientific value." It seems to 
me that this is a great deal of power 
for a group of elected public servants 
to exercise. Perhaps they have spe- 
cial expertise in these areas? 


Finally, some comments seem espe- 


cially appropriate to Ms. O'Malley's 
letter. "Nice homes" and "exclusive 
subdivisions" do not necessarily make 


for a good community. As she points 
out in another context, there are no 
bookstores in Kolling Meadows. Per- 
haps this is indicative of something 
about the community itself. As for the 
"good schools," I have had the oppor- 
tunity to see the product of this great 
educational system first hand, and it 
really makes one wonder. There is 
something bothersome about "col- 
lege" students who have little or no 
command of English when that is 
their day-today language.

Americans have a tendency to give 


their full attention to a crisis for a 
day or two and then return to life "as 
usual." When President Carter In- 
troduced his message on energy to the 
American people In April, he spoke 
about a crisis that could overwhelm 
us. 


How often since then have Ameri- 


cans riveted their attention on what 
they can do, along with the govern- 
ment, to cope with a situation that is 
putting into jeopardy America's free- 
dom to conduct Its international and 
domestic affairs free of foreign pres- 
sures? 


Do Americans really understand the 


new force that has been created in 
world politics? It Is not a country, or 
even a realignment- of countries. 
Rather it is a three letter commodity 
-oil. 


This new force has shaken world al- 


liances and upset the economies of 
large and small nations. As a result of 
dependency In imported oil, the for- 
eign policies of Europe and Japan 


Slcrnslcln Is president ol the Zionist 


Organization of America. 


have been influenced to satisfy the po- 
litical attitudes of the Arab oil-produc- 
ing countries. And, because of Amer- 
lea's constantly increasing con- 
sumption of foreign oil, we are being 
subjected to the same pressures. 


THE OIL WEAPON has been used 


through the Arab boycott measures, 
to interfere with the internal demo- 
cratic prcesses by which the United 
States conducts its trade and business 
operations., Manipulation of oil prices 
and implied threats of a reduction in 
the supply of oil from the Mideast 
have put the greatest democracy in 
the world in the grip of Arab nations 
determined to influence our future 
and our relations with Israel. Amer- 
ica's only democratic ally in the 
Middle East. 


So, a sound U.S. energy program is 


a vital necessity which transcends 
partisan persuasions. The American 
economy requires huge supplies' of 
energy. Without it, the tools and ma- 
chinery of defense and of our industri- 
al and agricultural production become 
idle. Subsequent unemployment could 
be disastrous. 


Economic upheaval has a special 


and ominous connotation for minority 
groups, to which the history of Jewish 
communities all over the world can 
attest. Potential demagogues have al- 


ways capitalized on economic and so- 
cial disorder, in the process of which 
. scapegoats are created to distract the 
population from real and valid issues. 


It is an inevitable conclusion, then, 


that the United States simply cannot 
afford to be so dependent on such a 
distant and /unstable region as the 
Middle East for energy supplies which 
are, vital for its defense and home 
needs. 


ONE MUST ASK "What are the op- 


tions?'* Certainly, the President's call 
for massive efforts for energy con- 
servation. must meet with firm and 
strong support from all Americans. 
President Carter recently has stated 
that if other measures,fall, gasoline 
rationing might be imposed — cer- 
tainly an equitable, and effective step 
in the. battle against excess con- 
sumption. 


No single change in Am.erican 


habits Is the final answer, but a com- 
bination of efforts can give us impor- 
tant relief. With conservation,1 there 
must be an expansion of production of 
alternate energy resources. Coal, off-. 
shore oil, shale, natural gas and nu- 
clear power must be exploited as 
quickly as possible if we wish to wrest 
ourselves from the hold which OPEC 
has on us. 


OF THESE, probably nuclear'power 


offers the only long-term viable an- 


swer. However, it is the least under- 
stood, and because of that, th$ most 
controversial of proposed energy 
programs. The fact is.that there now- 
are 64 licensed nuclear plants in the 
U.S. with a proven record,of. safety, 
reliability and economy. And, the , 
arithmetic speaks for Itself.'Each nu- 
clear ' power plant in operation saves. 
the equivalent of 10 million barrels of 
oil each year! 


CONSIDERING ALL the serious 


challenges we fa'ce, it is impossible'to 
disregard these figures and what they 
represent in realistic terms^ 


In the, light of recent evidence that 


France, West Germany the United' 
Kingdom, Japan and the Soviet Union 
i have committed themselves to further 
research and development of nuclear 
breeder reactors, and in the case of 
several of these countries, to their 
eventual sale abroad, one must won- 
der about U.S. opposition to devel- 
opment of these reactors in this coun- 
try. Since the breeder reactor theo- 
retically creates more plutonium. than 
it burns, it is estimated to use nuclear 
fuel nearly 60 times more efficiently 
than the current "light water" nucle- 
ar plants in use today. 


President Carter's objections to the 


breeder reactor are basecl on his fear 
that plutonium might be diverted by 


terrorists for use in weapons. Certain* 
ly, with the potential long-range eco>- 
nomic benefits inherent in a tech- 
nology which promises to produce 
relatively cheap electricity without 
using'Up finite sources of uranium, we 
ctonot be stymied by the fear of ter- 
rorists.

doing what Carter has been trying to 
do: keep on top of every issue and 
every problem and, beyond that, re- 
main the main cog in every presiden- 
tial initiative almost from start to fin- 
ish.

This President is not only the na- 


tion's chief executive, he is also its 
chief start-to-finish adminstrator. He 
needs someone to be his adminis- 
trative chief, someone who constantly 


monitors the entire presidential oper- 
ation, foreign as well as domestic, 
sees to it that there is coordination, 
and provides a prod to speed up the 
processes if he thinks itsis necessary. 


The President is, of course, a su- 


perb administrator. This assessment 
comes from his days as Governor of 
Georgia, even from his detractors. 


Further, Carter looks upon Ms pres- 


idential role largely as that of being a 
good manager. And from his experi- 
ence as a businessman he knows that 
a good manager must involve himself 
thoroughly in the intricacies of busi- 
ness operation. 


THIS IS A President who will never 


be faulted for not doing his job, for 
not paying attention to details. No one 
will be saying that he is spending too 
much time vacationing or out on the 
golf course. In fact, one White House 
aide said the other day that Carter 
wanted to be remembered not only for 
what he does for the country but also 
for 
his 
"well-managed" adminis- 


tration. 


Presidential aides who hope Carter 


will find a way of easing his burden, 
of sharing his administrative job, in 
no way want him to pull away from 
his intense, interest in seeing that the 
presidency is well managed and in 
keeping up with the important mat- 
ters and issues that face him. 


But there seems to be a growing de- 


sire among those around him that the 
President find a way to withdraw 
from involvement in lesser matters 
and to find someone who can provide 
over all coordination for his adminis- 
tration:

GLEN BURNIE, Md. - Some years 


ago, when Albert J. Hardy retired, he 
walked out on his porch one morning 
to watch the rest of the world go to 
work. When a friend passed, looking 
beat in the commuter snarl, Hardy 
waved to cheer him on. And so it be- 
gan, Ai Hardy's poet retirement avo- 
cation: roadside bonhomie, 


Each day, a.m. and p.m., as the 


traffic lines up on Groin Highway, the 
72-year-old Hardy comes out of his 
curtokte home to greet it. Smiling, 
nodding, he deposits himself in the 
webbing of a wobbly lawn chair, 
stuffs his cheek with Red Man chew- 
ing tobacco, and waves joy and en- 
couragement to a legion of motorists. 


"HI, babe." 
Beep. 
"Hello, brother." 
Honk. 
IT IS AN extraordinary ritual, and 


an altogether inspiring one. Some mo- 
torists are startled, others are sus- 
picious, but few are unmoved. During 
rush hours Hardy will wave to thou- 
sands of passers-by, nearly all of 
whom wave back. "I'm sharing happi- 
ne«s," toe old man explains, "when I 
see someone with no smile I give him 
one o< my own." 


Actually, It seems Ai Hardy has

'little to smile about. Born a black 
man in the cruelties of the Old .South, 
raised as a $2-per-day laborer on a 
shareceropper's farm, he is in the 
eighth decade of his life "poor as a. 
one feather chicken," and partly 
crippled, from the wretched effects of 
two rather severe strokes. 


Yet, as he sees it, "God don't give us 


no burden we can't beat." Besides, he 
adds, a man of his age has. no gripe 
coming: "Look at all these people 
what died in their 30s, or even in their 
20s; brother, if you got a little pain 
when you're in your 70s, it just rem- 
inds you that you're still alive enough 
to feel it." 


THAT HARDY FEELS his pain is 


obvious. He walks with a crutch, has 
a stiff right leg, and moves about his 
modest property with measured delib- 
eration. But, no complaints. "If I get 
too tired, I maybe will fall asleep in 
the chair. But someone on the road 
will hook to remind me of my duty. 
•Life is sweet when you ain't alone." 


By no means is Hardy alone. In sev- 


en years as a roadside bonhomie he 
has waved to perhaps a half million 
motorists and personally befriended 
thousands of them. 
. 


"If I miss a day, some folks stop by 


to see if I'm okay." Others, after pur- 
chasing new cars, go slow past the 
Hardy 'home so that he will continue 
to recognize them. 


Then there are those who bear him 


gifts. School 'kids bring the old man 
donuts, housewives stop off with cof- 
fee. Hardy appreciates the sentiment, 
but does not let it get out of hand. 
Once when a woman came by with a 
winter scarf, Hardy saw she did not 
have one of her own, and wrapped it 
gently around her shoulders with ma- 
ny thanks. 
. 
' . 


NOT EVERY motorist is consid- 


erate. Teen-agers have thrown pop 
bottles at Hardy. Rednecks have 
made, obscene gestures, But1 the bon-' 
homie turneth away wrath with a 
toothless smile: "I remember a boy 
who called me a nigger, and I just 
waved as usual: I guess he felt 
shamed about it, because that night 
he came to my house to apologize." 


Hardy says the nasties are the ex- 


ceptions. And he likes to think all mo- 
torists "got love in them; only some 
shows it less than others." He tells of 
drivers who have passed him for 
months, refusing to,wave: "Then one 
day they'll lift a finger, or a hand, 
and pretty soon they smile and wpve 


and honk their horn like everyone 
else," 
. 
; 


In this latter respect, Hardy may be 


not so much a bonhomie as; a cleric of 
a curbside ministry. "A smile is as 
good as a prayer," ,he says, and 
strangers who wave af each other en- 
gage in a meaningful religion. Indeed, 
at times, motorists do stop to talk to 
the old man, telling of personal wor- 
ries and seeking advice or help. 


NOT INCIDENTALLY, Hardy is a 


minister. He is^a grade school dropout 
Who returned to formal education late 
in life, mostly by way of bible: school 
correspondence. Presently he is one 
of five pastors at a Small church in 
nearby Baltimore. 


The highway is a busy one. And 


therefore so is; Hardy. He rises at 6:30 
a.m. and. waves until the lines thin. 
Then he catches the afternoon shop- 
pers before bracing^ himself for the 
evening rush. Inclement weather may 
alter the schedule, but for it he is at 
his post six to seven hours a day, six 
days a week, the year round. 


"I love them all," he says of the 


motorists, ''they are just,like family-. 
This one woman, she come by throw- 
ing kisses at 'me; then the next day 
her husband come by and he threw : 


• kisses at me too. I said to myself this 
is getting good) so I started .throwing 
kisses back. We got an orgy1 going 
now; this is the happiest highway 1 in

Joliet Center 
brings meat 
to your table 


As we savor a sizzling steak or crisp piece of bacon at mealtime, 


it is easy to forget that today's meat and hams are yesterday's 
cattle and hogs, and that a major industry exists to bring them to 
our tables. 


For many cattle and hogs, the journey to our plates begins at 


the Joliet Livestock Marketing Center in Joliet. 


The market, which can be seen from 1-55, is the only livestock 


market in northern Illinois and handles much of the locally raised 
livestock. 


IN AN AVERAGE week, the market sells 10,000 cattle and 6,000 


hogs. 


Sales are made by brokers, who act as Intermediaries for pro- 


ducers and packing companies. 


The packers do not buy through auction, but by private agree- 


ment. Farmers and packers negotiate the sale through the broker 
after inspecting the animals. 


The Joliet market opened in 1971 after the Chicago market 


closed. It is one of 11 markets serving the Midwest, drawing live- 
stock from the central third of the nation. Markets in Omaha and 
Kansas City also draw a large portion of the Midwest livestock. 


Joliet is a "gateway" for sales to the East Coast, says Harlan 


Bane, president of the market. Much of the meat for the East 
comes from packers who buy at Joliet, Bane said. 


THE MARKET receives livestock 24 hours a day, seven days a 


week. The animals are housed in pens under a seven acre roof, 
where they wait from one to several days to be sold. 


The market is open for sales Monday through Friday, when 


wholesale buyers representing the packers come to purchase the 
stock. 


Once the animals are sold, they are trucked away to their fate 


at the packing plants. 


The market employes nearly 200 persons to keep the operation 


running smoothly around the clock, Bane said. 


When the buyers and sellers crowd in to haggle and make their 


best deals, that number swells quickly until the day's sales have 
been made.

PARIS (UPI) — Paris fashion is 


beginning to phase out Russia and has', 
taken up China. 


And the general look for next winter 


still ranges from soft and full to down- 
right bulky and sloppy, but a minority 
look of tiny waistlines forecasts what 
might be the next silhouette change. 


Those are the two main themes cul- 


led from five days of high fashion fall- 
winter collections staged by 25 salons 
for store buyers, manufacturers and 
fashion press from the world over. 


The collections were a mixture of 


ethnic-folklore and straight — mean- 
ing braid, quilting, peasant blouses 
and ethnic prints and shapes are ex- 
pected to filter down for some time to 
ready-to-wear inspired or- copied by 
these designs for custom, handmade 
clothes. 


THE BIG DIFFERENCE for the 


fall-winter season is that the Russian- 
East European gypsy-peasant look is 
out, except for Emanuel Ugaro, who 
kept some of his Tibetan paisley and 
braid, and the Lanvin salon which de- 
livered peasantry in opulent lames 
and brocades for the most staggering 
fashion show of them all. 


Yves Saint Laurent abandoned his 


Russian peasant girl of the past two 


years. He kept some Rusianness in 
costumes of the wealthy male mer- 
chants and boyars such as brocade 
fur-edged coats with tight waists and 
blousy tunics. Otherwise Saint Laurent 
took up China. 


Press and buyers sat stunned at an 


incredible array of Chinese brocaded 
jackets, satin trousers, slit tunics, 
gold lame gloves with flared cuffs, fur 
edged boots, flying tassels, etc. 


Since Saint Laurent is said by Paris 


fashion experts to influence 80 per 
cent of the world's ready-to-wear, the 
Chinese loofi is likely to be with us for 
some time. 


ANOTHER influential designer, Hu- 


bert de Givenchy,l dumped his Rus- 
sian look of 1976 and went straight ex- 
cept for some subtle touches of China 
such as a Chinese scroll design appli- 
qued in silk, leather or fur on to leath- 
er coats and velvet dresses. 


Now and then the waist appeared. 


The Dior salon threw in an evening 
dress with a waist cincher. Wasp- 
waisted ballgowns were shown by 
Saint Laurent, Pierre Balmain and 
Pierre Cardin.

ing type boots. Heels were high on 
both boots and shoes. At several 
houses including Saint Laurent the 
high-heeled shoes had straps that 
wound up around the ankle. 


Smooth, hard suit materials ap- 


peared at Dior, but the more common 
trend for the ample look was limp 
wool voiles, soft tweeds and fuzzy mo- 
hairs. For evening there were the, usu- 
al chiffon and silk plus the newer stiff 
taffeta, faille, satin and velvet. 


Colors generally were dark except 


for the dominance of burgundy and 
fuchsia. Pale gray was a big evening 
color.

Molded apparel predicted 


You soon may not have a stitch on! 


by WILLIAM COTTERELL 


ATLANTA (UPI) — Textile re- 


searchers are very close to developing 
a financially feasible means of creat- 
ing synthetic fabrics that can be 
molded into simple clothes without 
spinning and stitching. 


Dr. W. D. Freeston, head of Georgia 


Tech's textile engineering depart- 
ment, said it may soon be possible for 
mills to make finished clothing out of 
raw fiber, skipping the weaving stage, 
by pinpoint application of minute fi- 
bers onto a mannequin ' like spray 
painting. 


In an interview, Freeston said the 


work Is still a few months away from 
developing a flat fabric. He said it 
will be a few years later still before 
the spraying.process can be adapted 
to a contoured mold for ready-to-wear 
apparel. 


THIS IS THE way a lot of forward- 


looking companies in the textile in- 
dustry are going, though," he said. 
"In a way, we're doing it in self-de- 
fense. I'd be very much surprised if 
the Japanese aren't doing something 
in this field, because their govern- 


ment's spending an awful lot of mon- 
ey on textile research." 


Freeston doubts housewives will 


ever be able to make clothes with a 
spray can. He said, however, that tex- 
tile plants may soon be able to crank 
out underwear, draperies and utility 
clothes through a highly sophisticated 
spraying process. 


Past attempts at sprayed synthetics 


came out like rubbery, congealed 
paint, with tiny pores in them, he 
said. Freeston said those fabrics lack- 
ed the strength sought in his three- 
year study. It is financed by the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. 


"IN THE END, you aren't going to 


be able to tell the difference between 
the fiber-to-garment process and the 
woven fabrics," he said. "Initially, at 
least, it's probably not going to wear 
as long, so you'll be able to tell the 
difference that way." 


He said the spray fabrics are going 


to "achieve the same geometry" as 
woven cloth that the previous at- 
tempts have missed by far. 


Freeston said the fabrics "will nev- 


er be, high fashion" materials and 


that, therefore, "the military is very 
interested" in Georgia Tech's work. 
He said the process could make it un- 
necessary, for the Army to store vast 
quantities of uniforms because spray- 
molding would reduce the "start-up 
time" when a sudden nee'd arises. 


FREESTON SAID that, in addition 


to the textile engineering school, the 
Georgia Tech aeronautical engineer- 
ing and chemical engineering depart- 
ments are working on the new fabric 
methods. 


He said the textile industry is inter- 


ested in the process as a means of 
holding down labor costs, and the In- 
ternational Ladies Garment Workers 
Union has shown an interest because 
"although it may mean fewer jobs, 
they'll be higher paying jobs." 


Freeston 
said the new process 


would create many new jobs in the 
textile industry, to offset manpower 
losses. 


"I think we should emphasize that 


we will always have woven fabrics, 
because their properties 
are in- 


dispensable," he said.

Faulty metabolism

time signify anything of importance? No sugar has ever been 
found to be present. These levels seem to be connected to prior 
lethargy and (llsorlenta'ion, but not always. 


1 understand this may have something to do with carbohydrate 


metabolism.

The chemical imbalance it sig- 
nifies in these circumstances often leads to fatigue and faintness 
plus other important derangements in normal body function. 


THE SAME THING happens to advanced diabetics who are not 


adequately controlled- with Insulin. Because the severe diabetic 
cannot use carbohydrates efficiently, he may be using excess 
amounts of fat causing ketosis. In advanced stages this leads to 
diabetic acldosls. 


Several other conditions wherein the body does not utilize car- 


bohydrates properly can lead to this problem. This includes alco- 
hol consumption. The alcoholic may have low blood sugar because 
the alcohol interferes with the liver's normal mechanisms to main- 
tain blood sugar levels. The body uses fat and hence produces 
ketones in the urine. 


I think you should have a careful metabolic study. You may 


have a basic metabolism reason for forming excess amounts of 
ketones. And it could be important even though it is not life threat- 
ening. Meanwhile, I would suggest that you be careful to maintain 
a sensible balanced diet, getting more of your carbohydrates from 
fresh (preferably raw) fruits and vegetables while avoiding the 
concentrated sweets and starches. Be sure and get your carbohy- 
drates, though, In healthy bulk cereals and the fruit and vegetable 
group. These are Important sources of vitamins.

A way to sober up 
Females suffering whisky blues 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


Dr. Jean Kirkpatrick says her 27- 


year drinking spree ended when she 
"passed the seven-year mark on the 
sobriety trail." 


The Quakertown, Pa., woman did it 


herself — minute by minute, day by 
day over a painful trail. 


And all the while she was knocking 


down the urge to drink, she was build- 
ing up the remnants of self-esteem. 


Dr. Kirkpatrick nearly two years 


ago started Women ior Sobriety — to 
help other female alcoholics go over" 
the same trail to recovery. 
' She claims women drunks need 
their own program — one without 
men. 


"There are 
differences between 


male and female alcoholics," she said 
in an interview. 


"THE MEN HAVE wives who look 


after them and suffer with them for 
the sake of the children, for love. Or 
the boss tells the male worker: 
Straighten out or else. 


"The women often are abandoned 


and must battle alone, if they can." 


Women for Sobriety is an organiza- 


tion of women helping each other and 
themselves' to overcome alcoholism 
through a changed wav of thinking 
and living each day. 


There now are about 200 branches 


in the 50 states. Dr. Kirkpatrick said 
there is a-need for women with a two- 
year sobriety record to help lead oth- 
er groups. 


"It takes two leaders to a group," 


she said. 


The Women for Sobriety program, 


now operates in hospitals, rehabilita- 
tion units, and clinics in addition to 
the regular groups meeting in homes; 
churches, schools, shopping malls and 
banks. 


Shopping malls and banks? 
"THE MALLS ARE preferred 


places," Dr. Kirkpatrick said. 


"Women can go there to a meeting 


and no one ever knows that she's get- 
ting help from Women for Sobriety. 


"Banks have community meeting 


rooms and these also are preferred 
places." 


There are five million female alco- 


holics. Almost all have two things in 
common besides the drinking. 
\ 


"The woman alcoholic is depressed 


beyond belief and you can't even mea- 
sure her self-esteem — it's so low," 
Dr. Kirkpatrick said. 


"Almost all the letters I get, and 


hundreds come in every week, de- 
scribe depression and low self-es- 
teem." 


"These women are crying for help 


but there is a difference in the letters 
from the younger wives. They're not 
all that hung up on alcohol yet." 


THE WOMEN FOR Sobriety pro- 


gram differs 
from the Alcoholics 


Anonymous one. The AA plan leans on 
spiritual strengths in the campaign to 
stop drinking, usually the cold turkey 
way. That is, stop now. 


The woman program pushes a fe- 


male alcoholic into a new lifestyle, 
from the inside out, building her self- 
esteem. 


"There is the theory that we drink 


to make ourselves properly suffer be- 
cause of the guilt we feel for having 
failed or even merely for'existing. 


"But it is after we have stopped 


drinking that we must learn a new 
kind of behavibr. We must learn how 
to be pleased with what we are doing, 
be pleased with ourselves." 


"It is probably a sad commentary 


on the times when we realize that we 
must make an effort to feel happy 
about ourselves, that we must think 
about how really nice we are. 


"BUT THIS IS what we must do. 


And we must make a consicious effort 
to be proud of ourselves. And a con- 
scious effort to treat ourselves to 
something nice every week." 


The woman must also try to be as- 


sertive. 


"There is a connection, a .very spe- 


cial and important connection be- 
tween the low self esteem most drink- 
ing women know and non-assertive- 
ness," Dr. Kirkpatrick said. 


"Assertive behavior enables persons 


to act in their own best interests, to 
stand up for themselves without un- 
due anxiety, to express their honest 
feelings comfortably, and to exercise 
their own rightouts without denying 
the rights of others." 


Dr. Kirkpatrick said women reach 


for alcohol out of feelings of loneli-

Television Preview makes no friends 


Hundreds of Chicago area residents have been re- 


ceiving printed Invitations from a firm called Tele- 
vision Preview, asking them to screen two program 
pilots being considered for national broadcast. 


The voluntary, two-hour audience participation ses- 


sion is billed as "an important role in television" 
with the chance to function as "a member of the 
team that helped judge and evaluate them for final 
release over television networks and stations." 


What Television Preview is really offering is the 


chance to evaluate potential television commercials. 


IT IS A harmless but, nevertheless, deceptive 


practice that Northwest suburban residents should 
be aware of. 


I joined the ranks of Television Preview partici- 


pants one evening last week in a screening room on 
the 14th floor of the John Hancock Center. 


It didn't take long for most of the approximately 


200 people in attendance to figure out the real pur- 
pose of the gathering. 


"Griffin and Phoenix; A Love Story" 


More than half of the two-hour session was devoted 


to filling out questionnaires. The audience was que- 
ried about products appearing in commercials pre- 
viewed along with two old television pilots. 


ONE QUESTIONNAIRE pictured groupings of 


similar products that included cookies, candy, soda 
pop, salad dressing, floor wax, paper towels and dis- 
posable paper cups. 


Participants were asked to indicate the product in 


each category they would "truly want," in 
case they happened to be one of the eight persons 
chosen at random to receive a bag of free groceries. 


What was actually being sought was an indication 


of the brand of paper towel or dish soap participants 
preferred to use. Another questionnaire asked to de- 
tail the reasons for their choices. 


Although names were drawn before and after the 


screenings for the free groceries, the winners would 
receive only a check in the mail for the value of the 
groceries. 


WHEN THE lights went out, we were treated to 


two very old, rejected program pilots. The first was 
"The Nancy Dessault Show," starring the former 


hostess of ABC's "Good Morning, America." The 
second was "Two's Company" starring John Amos 
of "Good times" and "Roots" fame. 


Both comedies had been rejected by CBS during 


the 1973 pilot season and had reverted to being the 
property of the shows' producers. 


A little research turned up the fact that Cave' 


Creek Entertainment Cove, producers of the Des- 
sault show, have gone out of business. The team of 
Ilson and Chambers, producers of "Two's Com- 
pany," have also disbanded. The annoying thing 
about this whole arrangement is that the pilots are 
shown intact with commercials, "just like you would 
see them at home," a master of ceremonies for the 
evening said, and the commercials are obviously 
more current than the shows. 


Participants were asked to complete one last ques- 


tionnaire that included some general questions about' 
the programs, but sought more detailed "information 
on reactions to the commercials. 


A FULL page was devoted to profiling the partici- 


pant. Personal questions included age, sex, income, 
whether you owned your own house or car, and 
whether you did the grocery shopping on a regular 
basis. 


The master of ceremonies for the preview contin- 


ually played down the importance of rating the com- 
mercials. He continually emphasized that his com- 
pany was in no way connected to the material being 
screened. 


A discouraging climax to all this is that I have 


been unable to contact Television Preview execu- 
tives. No telephone listing is available for the firm, 
which lists an Evansville, Ind., post office box. 


Nor is there an Evansville, Ind., telephone listing 


for the firm's parent company, Advertising Research 
Systems. 


The primary question that should be put to them is 


why Television Preview insists on misleading people 
as a means of carrying out what appears to be noth- 
ing more than marketing research? 


If ,the firm is going to screen potential com- 


mercials, why not just tell people that? By showing 
the audience defunct programs and insisting their 
intentions are to screen potential television shows, 
the firm is insulting the intelligence of the partic- 
ipants. 


A STEADY stream of people walked out dur- 


ing the preview session. This indicated to me that 
many of the people who gave up a weeknight to play 
television critic were disgusted with the approach. 


It was a wasted evening for those led to believe 


they would help determine which television pilots 
would make it into the big time. 


For that reason, it's the kind of experience that 


tends to leave people angry. That is a bad way to do 
business, no matter what you are peddling.

Italian-American actors 
see stars rise on screen

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Blue-eyed 


box office toppers Clint Eastwood, 
Paul Newman and Robert Bedford, 
may find themselves running second 
to brown-eyed leading men, according 
to one actor who predicts a rise in the 
fortunes of Italian stars. 


It may be wishful thinking on Paul 


Sorvino's part, but he points out that 
Robert DeNiro and Al Pacino have 
become superstars, not to mention 
Sylvester Stallone. 


The Italian-American bunch are 


younger, too. 


Sorvino and fellow paisano Tony Lo 


Bianca, moreover, are the stars of the 
new Warner Bros, film "Blood Broth- 
ers." 


BROWN-EYED LEADING men of 


Italian heritage are not exactly a Hol- 
lywood novelty. Rudolph Valentino 
was the premiere screen idol of them 
all. 


In recent years Frank Sinatra and 


Dean Martin haven't done badly ei- 
ther. 


But Sorvino, a strapping man "of 


6-foot-3 and well over 200 pounds, is 
c o n v i n c e d that performers with 
swarthy complexions and names jthat 
end 
in vowels have been dis- 


criminated against. 


He's not on a personal crusade, but 


Sorvino's feelings run deep. "For 
years we have lived with the English 
heritage on stage and in movies and 
in American society generally," he 
said. 


"The1 Anglo-Saxon culture of sup- 


pressing feelings and staying cool has 
pervaded day-to-day life and is re- 
flected in movies and television. 


"NOW THINGS are changing. 


There's a new wave of emotional re- 
lease. Americans are no longer afraid 
to allow other people to see their 
deepest feelings. 


"It's no coincidence that Pacino and 


De Niro have come into their own. As 
Italians they were not taught to sup- 
press their emotions. Neither was I. 


"My role in this picture is very 


emotional. Tony and I play a couple 
of brothers in a rough and tumble ex- 
pression of a certain strata of Italian- 
American blue collar workers. It's a 


story of what life is about." 


He has studied opera for 20 years 


and dreams some day of starring on 
the boards of New York's Metropoli- 
tan. 


A dramatic tenor, he envisions him- 


self in "Tosca" and "La Bohemme." 
But Sorvino is not one to rush into 
things. "I'd start in Barcelona or 
somewhere where I could stand -the 
test of failure." 


OPERA CLEARLY is the perfect 


vehicle for Sorvino to give vent to his 
boiling Italian emotions. Movies are 
almost as good. 


"Italians make good actors because 


performers try to experience emo- 
tions where most people look to avoid 
them," he said. "We enjoy creating 
and reacting to strong emotion. 


"Acting is more wearing on the 


nerves than, say, accounting. But I 
thrive on it. 


"In the beginning it was difficult for 


me to let the emotions out on stage or 
in front of the cameras. Now the 
whole range of anger, terror, happi- 
ness and love comes easy to me. 


"The most delicate emotion to proj- 


ect is good humor and ebulliency. Be- 
cause I am Italian, giving and accept- 
ing love is easy for me. The most dif- 
ficult is viciousness. Again because I 
am Italian. 


"I DON'T TAKE the emotional 


problems of my characters home with 
me. After a certain number of years 
an actor has his emotions under con- 
trol. Yes, even Italian actors. 


"I'm not saying all Italians would 


make good actors. It's just as ridicu- 
lous as the old belief that all Italians 
make great singers. But there is a 
large proportion of Italians who act 
and sing well 


"Emotionalism is important in any 


culture. An Englishman shakes his 
son's hand when he goes off to war. 
An Italian father kisses his son warm- 
ly when he leaves for the corner gro- 
cery to buy a loaf of bread. That's the 
kind of thing I'm talking about. 


"Americans are beginning to under- 


stand they needn't be ashamed to 
demonstrate an expression of feeling, 
to accept the booming laugh, the 
tears, the passion and fury. It's all 
part of life."

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Business briefs 
Inventors-aid firm 
charged with fraud 


The Securities and Exchange Commission Monday charged Law- 


rence Peska Associates Inc. with securities fraud in connection 
with a program to help amateur inventors for fees in excess of 
$1,000. LPA is headed by Lawrence Peska, The SEC said Peska 
left the Kaymond Lee Organization Inc., in 1972 when he changed 
LPA from an advertising agency to an inventor-oriented firm. 
Raymond Lee was cited Thursday by the Federal Trade .Commis- 
sion for allegedly defrauding inventors in a separate case. Ernest 
Barnes, a FTC administrative law judge, said Raymond Lee 
through "shrewd use of ... 
exaggeration, inuendo, ambiguity 


(and) half-truths" misled inventors about Lee's qualifications. The 
SEC charged Peska used advertising and other promotions to at- 
tract inventor-clients for LPA, a New York-based firm that main- 
tains offices in 14 cities (including Chicago,) Canada and Austra- 
lia. In New York, Peska said he had not been Orved with the SEC 
complaint and could not comment until he knew the charges. Pes- 
ka said LPA always operated with the advice of competent attor- 
neys. "I know of no violations of the law," Peska said. 


Healthy second half seen 


, The nation's purchasing agents see a healthy business picture 
for the second half of the year despite some fears that inflation 
may intensify, a survey showed Monday. The July survey by the 
National Assn. of purchasing management, however, indicted in- 
flation pressures were diminishing, with the rate of price increases 
dropping for the fourth consecutive month. Of those agents sur- 
veyed, 47 per cent reported higher prices for goods, aainst 57 per 
cent in the survey a month before, while 12 per cent said they paid 
less, compared to 10 per cent the previous month. The NAPM said 
this marked the first time this year that those reporting increases 
were not a majority of the number responding to the survey. The 
12 per cent reporting lower prices was the largest in two years, the 
association said. 


Poor mail service recounted 
Tales of business opportunities missed, pay checks undelivered 


and class reunions ruined because of slow mail service were re- 
counted Monday at a Senate hearing on problems with the U.S. 
Postal Service. "This has been ,the worst year for mail delivery in 
our history," Gordon Marshall of McGraw-Hill Information Systems 
told a hearing chaired by Sen. Thomas J. Mclntyre, D-N.H. He 
said his firm presorts mail and hand delivers it to the Boston Post 
Office before 6 p.m., but still has mail delivered weeks and even 
months late. Marshall said as a result, notices to bid which his 
firm sends out to the construction industry have been received 
after the bidding closed. 


Justice delays regulation 
Supreme Court Justcie Thurgood Marshall Monday refused to 


allow immediate application of a regulation which commodities 
dealers who trade on the London exchanges claim would put them 
out of business. The regulation was in a comprehensive package 
issued by the Commodity Futures Trading Commission last No- 
vember. Designed to protect investors, it was scheduled'to become 
effective Dec. 27, 1976, but has never been carried out because of 
the lawsuit now being fought. The challenge is being carried to the 
high court by British American Commodity Options Corp. and 
Lloyd, Carr & Co. They object to a requirement that they place in 
special bank accounts 90 per cent of the payments made by each 
customer until the customer's 'rights under his options are ex- 
«rclsed or expire. 


Consumers pay off record debt 
Consumers paid off a record $16.33 billion of outstanding debt in 


June to slow the growth of consumer credit for the third con- 
secutive month, the Federal Reserve Board said Monday. The 
board estimated the use of credit cards and other loans amounted 
to $18.6 billion In June. After payoffs, consumer credit increased a 
seasonally adjusted $2.28 billion. Since hitting a record $2.85 billion 
in March, the expansion in consumer credit has slowed in each 
successive month. The slowdown has coincided with an easing in 
economic growth, production and employment. Administration and 
private experts have been projecting less consumer spending with 
resultant smaller contributions to national economic growth. Al- 
though one report can not be used as proof of a trend, the devel- 
opments in consumer credit during June appear to coincide with 
other economic measures. 


Better farm prices promised 
A federal agriculture official told one of the Midwest's largest 


farmers organizations Monday the policies of the Carter adminis- 
tration will provide farmers a "better price for their production." 
Deputy Agriculture Sec. John C. White addressed the 10,000 dele- 
gates to the annual convention of the Midcontinent Farmers Assn., 
Columbia, Mo., saying 1977 marks a turning point in federal pol- 
icies affecting agriculture. "We're not going to just complain 
about market prices being' so critically low," White said. "We're 
going to use the tools of the new food and agriculture legislation to 
get farmers a better price for their production."

Ms. Franklin says she is mindful of 


business executives' complaints that 
they've been swamped by costly, con- 
flicting government regulations. She 
has taken the lead in calling for a co- 
operative approach to consumer pro- 
tection. 


A single federal policy for identi- 


fying and regulating potential carcino- 
gens (cancer-causing agents) is 
needed in the U.S., Ms. Franklin said 
in a letter sent during April to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. Several agencies, 
including her own, share jurisdiction 
over cancer-causing chemicals. 


JUST LAST WEEK, the Consumer 


Produc^ Safety Commission joined 
forces with the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, Food and Drug Ad-/ 
ministration and the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration, to 
announce a new plan for streamlining 
•their efforts to protect the American 
workers and public health. 


Ms. Franklin, says she believes it 


will be a major step toward effective 
and reasonable regulation of con- 
sumer product safety. Limits on the 
public's exposure to vinyl chloride 
and a proposed regulation for benzene 
exposure are on the drawing board. 


"After our experience with Tris, it 


became clear that to me that there is 
a need for uniformity of definitions," 


Ms. Franklin said. A recent ban on 
the use of the flame retardant Tris 
has 
caused 
widespread 
criticism 


among manufacturers and retailers of 
children's clothing. 


At the same time, Ms. Franklin 


says, she shares the small business 
owner's concern about too much regu- 
lation and red tape. Putting manufac- 
turers out of business will lessen com- 
petition and lead to higher consumer 
practices, she says. 


ONE OF THE AGENCY'S weak 


point is that it hears more frequently 
from organized consumer and busi- 
ness groups, than the individual con- 
sumer or small business owner. Ms. 
Franklin says the agency encourages 
public comment, through regional of- 
fices in Chicago and other cities. 


Ms. Franklin has served on the 


CPSC since it was founded by Con- 
gress in 1973 to reduce consumer 
product safety risks. She previously 
sereved as a presidential assistant in 
the White House, launching a pro- 
gram to recruit women for top gov- 
ernment policy-making jobs. 


Ms.! Franklin also served as vice 


president of First National City Bank 
of New York, where she directed cor- 
porate planning activities, following a 
stint as a Singer Co. executive. 


Automakers shun low public image 


DETROIT (UPI) - It no longer 


surprises Detroit automakers that 
their credibility is at an all-time low. 
But they still can't accept it. 


The new Democratic administration- 


in Washington is giving them fits and 
is not bashful in saying Detroit js not 
to be believed. 


The new United Auto Workers presi- 


dent, Douglas A. Fraser, has told Det- 
roit to "get up off its behind" and 
compete with the foreign automakers. 


EVEN THE'R own surveys tell auto 


executives the American public's No. 
1 gripe is autos and auto service. 


"The industry doesn't seem to get 


m u c h credit for what we've 
achieved," General Motors President 
Elliott M. Estes lamented to a recent 
Automotive News World Congress. 


But two other speakers — Joan 


Claybrook, National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration director, and 
Eric 0. Stock, Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency deputy administrator — 
said the industry does not deserve 
much credit. 


Ms. Claybrook, tabbed the "Dragon 


Lady" by some automotive types, 
said Detroit had an eight-year honey- 
moon under the Republicans. She said 
it's over and then chided automakers' 
"stubborn unwillingness" to make 
cars safer. 


"EVEN WHEN government safety 


standards; were issued," she said, 
"some manufacturers employed de- 
signs which all but undermined the ef- 
fective use of the safety device." 


The current fuss over 1978-model 


clean-air standards, with Detroit's im- 
plied threat to close the auto plants if 
it is not granted a delay, is a prime 
example of the believability gap. 


"The industry's tune has not 


changed," Stock said. They said the 
same thing when auto emission stan- 
dards were first proposed more than 
a decade ago. " 'This far, but no fur- 
ther' continues to be the enduring 
chant from Detroit." 


"Yet," he said, "Detroit has cried 


'wolf so many times when there was 
no wolf that not many 'people take 
Detroit seriously." 


CM's Estes traces the industry's dif- 


ficulties in the credibility area to its 
early dealings with Washington.

negative and obstructionist, delaying 


Isle of Man mouse roars for capitalism 


ISLE OF MAN - To those who 


bothered to notice it at all, the Isle of 
Man has been regarded as a quaint 
Ruritania improbably plopped into 
the middle of the Irish Sea — lovely 
to look at, delightful to visit, but about 
as relevant to the late 20th Century as 
a thatched roof. 


Now, however, this little Celtic is- 


land of harbors and hills has become 
a fascinating example of the mouse 
that roared — for the word it decided 
to roar was, capitalism. And the word 
worked. 


While retaining a system of social 


services comparable to those on the 
British mainland, the Isle of Man has 
moved strongly against the trend to- 
ward economic socialism — and in 
the process has created what the Lon- 
don Sunday Express has just called 
wonderingly "a paradise island." 


EVEN TO AMERICANS, it some- 


times seems just that. Consider a 
place where the rate of income tax is 
a flat 21% per cent (after deductions), 
where there is no inheritance tax or 
capital gains tax or corporation tax, 
where the government goes out of its 
way to encourage the success of pri- 
vate enterprises — and where the 
unemployment rate, not at all coinci- 
dentally, is down to 1% per cent. 


Like another British colony — Hong 


Kong — the Isle of Man has demon- 
strated dramatically what an offshore 
unit can accomplish when it grants its 
citizens and foreigners economic free- 
doms unknown on the mainland. 


As recently as the 1960s, it was a 


different story on the Isle of Man: a 


Louis

backwater community of 47,000 whose 
younger inhabitants were leaving on 
every boat because they couldn't find 
employment at home. With the is- 
land's finances tied to Britain's under 
a 1957 Common Purse agreement, 
with every act of the thousand-year- 
old Manx parliament subject to veto 
by the British Home Office, the future 
seemed to be downhill at best. 


But the Manx always have been an 


independent and resourceful people; 
their three-legged symbol carries a 
motto that translates: "Whichever 
way you throw, it will stand." And 
there began to be rumblings in Tyn- 
wald, the island's, parliament, to the 
effect that if Britain went into the Eu- 
ropean Common Market, the Isle of 
Man should go it alone. London 
laughed — at first. But then, wonder 
of wonders, this tiny island had nego- 
tiated its own deal with Europe: in for 
trade, out for taxes. 


The way was cleared for the Isle of 


Man to become a tax haven—an of- 
ten-pejorative description that the is- 
l a n d e r s embrace wholeheartedly. 
(The deputy assessor of income tax, 
who should know, called his 1975* book 
on the subject "Anatomy of a Tax 
Haven.") 


BUT THE ISLE of Man is a tax 


haven with a point: to bolster the lo- 
cal economy by encouraging the right 
kind of foreign investment. To obtain 
the lavish government grants avail- 
able to outside businessmen, William 
Dawson, treasurer, said you have to 
prove not only that your operations 
will not pollute the preindustrial is- 
land air, but that they will be (1) 
profitable, (2) adding a high value to 
your product ("so we'll have some- 
thing to tax"), (3) providing jobs for 
Manxmen and (4) offering the even- 
tual hope of a local takeover. 


In return, 'you get a stable society 


(the population is up to 62,000 now, as 
part of a planned increase to 75,000) 
with a remarkably low crime rate, a 
national debt of zero and an increas- 
ingly independent government con- 
vinced that, as chief financial officer 
Percy Radcliffe put it to me, "Our job 
in here is basically to run a busi- 
ness." 


Not that the usual temptations to 


politicians are absent on the Isle of 
Man. But as Radcliffe said when in- 
troducing his latest hold-the^line budg- 
et this past spring, "To allow the tax- 
payer to exercise control over a larg- 
er share of his money, Government 
must restrain itself from the constant 
temptation to extend control over the 
lives of citizens. Constant and addi- 
tional intrusions into the lives of indi- 
viduals inevitably result in additional 
public expenditure."

Dismal Dow sinks to 19-month low 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The stock 


market fell to its lowest level in 19 
months Monday in a sharp setback 
sparked by rising interest rates. Trad- 
ing was,the slowest in six weeks. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 


a .52-point gainer Friday,.plunged 9.27 
points to 879.42, the lowest level since 
it closed at 877.83 on Jan. 5,1976 when 
the market was headed sharply high- 
er. 


The closely watched Dow average, 


which lost 1.38 points overall last 
week, has plunged 125.23 points, or 
more than 12 per cent, since the first 
of the year. Institutions have sold 
basic-industry stocks because they 
fear an economic slowdown later 
this year. 


MONEY WATCHERS triggered sell- 


ing by speculating the Federal Re- 
serve Board will tighten credit be- 
cause the nation's basic money sup- 
ply, although it declined $1.5 billion 
last week, has risen sharply over the 
past month. 


Short-term interest rates rose dur- 


ing the day. This inflationary action 
conflicted with a purchasing agents' 
survey that showed price increases 
tor goods fell sharply in July.

common stock index shed .38 to 53.66 
and the average price of a common 
share dropped 23 cents.

Bring a wedge to Buffalo Grove

A reminder to golfers in the 28th 


annual 'Paddock Publications Inter- 
League Golf Tournament: bring your' 
sand wedge. 
, 


This year's tourney will be played 


Sunday at Buffalo Grove Golf Club — 
and though net long, woody, nor dot- 
ted with lakes, it has 60 well-placed 
sand traps, 


Those traps, some guarding drive- 


landing areas and others circling 
greens, will make or break the 
twilight league champion teams test- 
ing the par 72 layout in this year's 
annual meet. 


CLUB PRO Carmel Molinaro knows 


about the sand and the other factors 
which come into play on the 8-year- 
old, 6,465-yard course. 


"A good sand player has a definite 


advantage here," he said recently. 
"What we lack in trees, we make up 
for in traps. 


"There are about 60 traps on the 


course, some of them added just this 
year. We've been working hardest on 
the tees, traps and greens. 


"The greens here are probably the 


best you'll find on a daily fee course 
and though the course isn't particular- 
ly long, the traps make the golfers 
play each hole honest." 


HERE IS A brief description of 


each hole and how'Molinaro thinks it 
should be played: 
No, 1 (390 yds., par 4) — The out-of- 
bounds along the right side make it 
necessary for the golfer to play down 
the fairway and not cut the dogleg 
right. 


No. 2 (480 yds., par 5) — One of the 


course's easier holes. Traps guarding 
the green let only the longest of hit- 
ters reach the putting surface in two. 


No, 3 (380 yds., par 4) — Fairly 


straight hole, and the golfer should 
stay left with his drive in order to 
avoid traps on the right. 


No. 4 (200 yds., par 3) — this is one 


of the two toughest holes on the 
course. It's very long and is trapped 
on both the left and right sides of the 
green. 


NO. 5 (520 yds., par 5) — This hole 


has a 90-degree dogleg right on the 
second shot, but a fadrway bunker on 
the right of the drive landing area 
forces the golfer to stay left. A creek 
along the fairway's left side could 


come into play. 


No. 6 (350 yds., par 4) — There's 


out-of-bounds along the entire left side 
of this hole, and two traps narrow the 
drive-landing area considerably. 


No. 7 (370-yds., par 4) — Again, 


there's out-of-bounds along the left 
side. A fairway trap can be carried 
and the dogleg right cut by a long 
hitter. 


No. 8 (150 yds., par 3) — The big- 


gest problem here is the out-of-bounds 
on the left, although a large tree can 
catch shots which go too far right. 


No. 9 (400 yds., par 4) — One of the 


best par 4s on the course. A large 
fairway bunker guards the bend in the 
dogleg left, forcing golfers to play the 
middle of the fairway. 


NO. 10 (430 yds., par 4) — The best 


hole and one of the toughest you can 
find on any public course. Although 
it's straight, there's a creek along the 
entire left side and trees along most 
of the right. After a long, straight 
drive, the golfer must play another 
long, straight shot to the green, 
flanked by two traps. 


No. 11 (375 yds., par 4) — Most golf- 


ers get to No. 11 and smile, since 
after No. 10, anything looks easy. The 
advice here is stay right. A creek and 
trees guard the left side of the fair- 
way. 


No. 12 ,(500 yds., par 5) — A creek 


crosses the fairway about 250 yards 
off tee, so most golfers can hit a full 
drive 'and still be short. The green is 
wide, but trapped. 


No. 13 (360 yds., par 4) — Golfers 


can 'try to cut the trap at die bend of 


f this dogleg right, but normally they'll 
' have to play it straight. Traps along 


the right near 'the green further dis- 
courage cutting the dogleg. 


NO. 14 (160 yds., par 3) — This is a 


relatively short par 3, but the wind is 
generally blowing against the golfer. • 


No. 15 (355 yds., par 4) — The out- 


of-bounds along the left causes many 
golfers to steer the ball right, but 
there is water there. Anything from a 
3-wood to a 4-iron is used off the tee to 
make sure the ball lands in the driv- 
ing area. 


No. 16 (485 yds., par 5) — The golf- 


er must stay to the right of this dog- 
leg left, because the creek along the 
left side is out-of-bounds. Most golfers 
will have to lay up short of the creek 


which crosses the fairway in front of 
the green. 


No. 17 (135 yds., par 3) — There is 


water on the left land bunkers on the 
right. Landing in a trap sets up the 
uneasy shot of having to hit with wa- 
ter just past the' green. 


NO. IS (425 yds., par 4) — A trap

Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brilan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Jerry Hendricks, 11, of Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo., for his question: 


CAN YOU TELL ME ABOUT RAC- 


COONS? 


Friend raccoon has a bushy tail that 


features from five to seven rings of 
black and gray-brown and across his 
eyes he wears what appears to be a 
black mask. He's about three feet long 
as an adult and weighs between 15 and 
25 pounds. 


There are two main species: the 


northern raccoon who lives in Canada, 
the United States and Central America, 
and the crab-eating raccoon from South 
America. 


Raccoons live in the woods and make 


dens in hollow logs, stumps or in trees. 
They are good swimmers and find much 
ol their food in water: crabs, crayfish, 
frogs and fish. In addition, they eat 
acorns, birds' eggs, corn, fruit, nuts 
and occasionally grasshoppers and mice. 


Have you heard the story about the 


way raccoons seem to wash their food 
before eating it? Scientists say the 
dunking of food into water is not an at- 
tempt by the animal to wash his food. 
Bather, he is imitating the way he would 
pull fish or other animals from rivers 
or streams. The dunking habit is more 
frequently seen among raccoons that 
are in captivity than those living in 
their natural environments. 


Paws of the raccoon feature strong, 


sharp claws which are used in finding 
food and also to aid tree climbing. The 
paws are used in handling food almost 
as skillfully as those of monkeys. 


Living in the woods, a raccoon will 


rarely leave a home range of 200 acres. 
He usually hunts lor food at night and 
slays in his den during the day. 


Raccoons mate between January and 


June, and after about nine weeks the 
mother will deliver three or four babies 
— although the number can range from 
one to seven. Face masks and tail rings 
are not standard equipment with the 
babies — these fancy markings develop 
later. 


Mother raccoon is very protective 


and does not even let the father come 
near the babies. The eyes of the babies 
don't open until 20 days after birth.

Saying "it wasn't us," Patricia Col- 


ombo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
were each sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison for the murders of 
Miss Columbo's parents and brother. 


Miss Colombo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge R. Eugene 
Plncham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys tor new trials and announced 
the sentences. 


Miss Colombo, 21, and DeLuca, 39, 


were found guilty July l of the May 4, 
1976 killings of Miss Columbo's par- 
ents. Frank and Mary Coiumbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael. 


Miss Coiumbo blinked back tears 


and spoke with a trembling voice af- 
ter Pincham aske<l her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence. 


"There's one thing more important 


than anything else," Miss Coiumbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jury, can never take away from me, 
and that's thct my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us in that house that night or that 
morning.

"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss Coiumbo said, "and 
that's all that really matters to me." 


FRANK DeLUCA spoke in a calm 


voice as he told Pincham, "Patricia 
and I are innocent . . . and I would 
stand on my testimony on the witness 
stand." 


Pincham then sentenced the pair to 


200 to 300 years for the killings; 20 to 
50 years to Miss Coiumbo for solic- 
itation to commit murder; and 10 to 
50 years to DeLuca for solicitation. 


The sentences will run concurrently. 


Miss Coiumbo and DeLuca will be eli- 
gible for parole after 11 years, two 
months in the state penitentiary. 


Defense attorneys for Miss Coiumbo 


and DeLuca Monday said they will 
appeal their clients' guilty verdicts. 


ART DeBARTOLI, 500 Woodview 


Ave., Elk Grove Township, and his 
wife Dolores, were best friends of the 
Columbos. 


"The sentence was right," DeBar- 


toli said, "tie (Pincham) is a fair 
judge." 


Mrs. DeBartoli agreed, saying, "No 


amount of years could equal the tor- 
ture that was done to them (the Col- 
umbos) in snuffing out three lives." 


Carolyn Tygrett, of Cary, one of 


Mary Columbo's sisters, said,-"I take 
what Pincham says as what he 
thought was the just hing." 


ALOIS BALIUNAS, Cook County as- 


sistant state's attorney who prose- 
cuted Miss Coiumbo and DeLuca, 
said, "It is a very appropriate sen- 
tence. The fathers of Uje Old Testa- 
ment never even contemplated such 
an occurence. This makes the sin of 
Cain look like a misdemeanor." 


However, William P. Murphy, Cook 


County assistant public defender for 
Miss Coiumbo, said the sentence was 
"pretty long for somebody who didn't 
do anything." 


Murphy and Michael P. Toomin, 


private defense attorney for DeLuca, 
said they will appeal the jury's ver- 
dict that found Miss Coiumbo and De- 
Luca guilty on all counts of solic- 
itation, conspiracy and homicide.

Indictment studied 
in Dist.

The Cook County State's Attorney's 


Office will decide next month whether 
a grand jury indictment will be 
sought in a case involving four Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 officials, 
Asst. State's Atty. Mitchell E. Garner 
said Monday. 


Under investigation for alleged 


wrongdoing related to the formation 
of a unit school district are board of 
education members Judith Zanca and 
Emil Bahnmaier, Supt. Roger Bard- 
well and public relations director 
Leah Cummins, Garner said. 


"We are in contact with several wit- 


nesses and will conclude our in- 
vestigation in a month," he said. 


Garner declined to reveal the 


names of the witnesses or the nature 
of their testimony, but said he will 
know next month whether there is 


"sufficient evidence of criminal activ- 
ity" to warrant pursuit of a grand 
jury indictment. 


THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S in- 


vestigation of the four Dist. 59 offi- 
cials stems from charges made in 
May 1976 by board member Paul 
Kucharski. 


In a 14-page statement issued last 


spring, Kucharski charged that the 
four misinformed the board and with- 
held information about the process of 
petitioning for the formation ,of a unit 
school district. 


The four "made private deals, de- 


stroyed tapes and acted in- 
appropriately as public officials," he 
said. 


Reiterating her earlier denials of 


the charges,, Mrs. Zanca Monday said 
Kucharski's allegations "are all false- 


hoods and ties-and have no basis in 
truth." 


SHE SAID she spoke to "a Mr. 


Turner" at the...J^)ate's attorney's of- 
fice Monday morjluig who told her he 
knew of no investigation involving her 
or any other Dist..59 officials. 


"He said if there was a case some- 


one in the school district would know 
about it and no one does," Mrs. Zanca 
' said. "He told me he'd probably have 
something in writing for me in a few 
days saying there is no investigation." 


Gamer said he knows of no Mr. 


Turner, but that as the assistant 
state's attorney handling the Dist. 59 
investigation he knows there is an in- 
vestigation. 


"We have over 400 attorneys here

'Incurable' illness didn't 
dim 9-year-old 
9s spirit

Bobby Libit likes to play baseball, dance and wa- 


ter ski. He's just a normal 9-year-old. 


But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"I was resigned to the fact that he would die and 


ibat he would die here with his family and his 
friends," says Patricia Libit, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
ing back on the days in July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplastic anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Maywood, convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up. Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantees," Mrs. Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug. 7,1975, and follow up treatment, which included 
a year of isolation to prevent infection, the doctors 
are giving guarantees. 


"As far as I know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if it passed the first year," Mrs. Libit says. 


Bobby is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, field days and especially music. 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his 18-year-old brother Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and for the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection. 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I 


was wearing it the kids would say I was the bionic 
boy," Bobby says. 


"IT ALL SEEMS like a dream now because it had 


a happy ending. At that time I wondered why, sure. 
But I have nothing but beautiful memories," Mrs. 
Libit says. 


Those memories include the people of Buffalo 


Grove raising more than $10,000 for Bobby's medical 
expenses and the constant attention and help of the 
staff of the Children's Orthopedic Hospital in Seattle. 


"They take care of your spirit as well as your 


body out there," Mrs. Libit says. 


She hesitates when asked what advice she has for 


parents who might have to go through a similar or- 
deal. 


"It's so hard to know what to tell other people. The 


only thing that really gets you through are prayers 
and friends and some smart doctors " 
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Owners charged on explosive count 


Co-owners or a construction com- 


pany that has worked on the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District's deep tunnel 
project were arrested Monday and 
charged with illegal possession and

Arrested were Anthony C. DeVito, 


47, of 2018 Bireh Ln., Park Ridge, and 
his brother Eugene, 53, of 1320 N.

The DeVitos were arrested a week 


after they called Cook County sheriff's 
police to dispose of several unstable 
xploslves from their warehouse at 
2500 W. Touhy Ave., Elk Grove Town- 
ship. However, after checking records 
in the Illinois Dept. of Mines and Min- 


erals, police learned later in the week 
the DeVitos did not have an ex- 
plosives license. 


COOK COUNTY Sheriff's detectives 


seized 29 sticks of dynamite and 93 
electric blasting caps, and destroyed 
an additional 26 sticks of dynamite, 
investigators said. 


"We've had this stuff (the ex- 


plosives) for seven years and never 
thought anything about it," said Eu- 
gene DeVito after he and his brother 
were released Monday on $5,000 bond 
each. "We did what we thought was 
right when we called the police. We 
were unaware of a license." 


Reliance Underground Construction 


Co. was awarded a contract to install 
more than 10.000 feet of sewer pipes 
in the Metropolitan Sanitary District's

The project has required blasting 


but spokesmen for the James MoHugh 
Construction Co., Chicago said Re- 
liance has not supplied - any of the 
dynamite used in the project and has 
done no blasting. McHugh is one of 
two general contractors hired by MSD 
for work on several drop shafts in the 
project. 


"We haven't subcontracted any 


company for blasting purposes," said

Resident won't pay taxes, 
his bill tripled last year

John Keeley said he is not going to 


pay his property taxes. . 


He sat in his 100-year-old house on 


the corner of Dundee and Wolf roads 
in Wheeling with an expression on his 
face somewhere beteen angry and in- 
sulted. 


"We can hold out until the first of 


the year. After that they (the county) 
can sell your house," the self-em- 
ployed printer said. 


Not only did Keeley's tax bill al- 


most triple this year, but he also dis- 
covered he has been overtaxed for the 
past 19 years. 


HE IS ONE OF a group of North- 


west and North suburban residents 
who are joining a taxpayers' strike, 
organized by the newly formed Tax- 
payers Protest Committee. 


Keeley received a tax bill of $3,800 


on his 1.25 acre tract. Last year, be- 
fore the quadrennial reassessment, he 
paid the county $1,300. 


i 


"So I went down to the county office 


— I wanted to find out how they were 
taxing me," he said. There he dis- 
covered the county has taxed him for 
9,500 square feet of Wolf Road border- 
ing his property since he moved there 
in 1958. 


While Keeley technically owns that 


portion of Wolf Road, it was declared 
a public easement in 1936 and is non- 
taxable. 


"They've been charging me for ... 


9,500 square feet of Wolf Road for 19 
years," Keeley said, adding the over- 
charge comes to $600 for this year 
alone. 


"They told me everyone who lives 


from Dundee to Hintz Road possibly 
is paying extra on the road," he said. 


FRANK COAKLEY, a spokesman 


for the county assessor's office, ad- 
mitted it appears Keeley has been 
overcharged. He could not say wheth- 
er any other Wolf Road residents 
were over taxed. Several residents 
questioned were not aware of any in- 
equity. 


Keeley's tax bill will be corrected 


for 1976 when he files a complaint, 
Coakley said. He cannot, however, be 
reimbursed for any previous years be- 
cause complaint deadlines have ex- 
pired. 


Even with the $600 deduction, Kee- 


ley is not satisfied. He said a revised 
$3,200 bill is still too high for a resi- 
dential lot. 


The county began assessing proper- 


ty on the basis of fair market value 
last year. Keeley's property has a 
higher market value than most resi- 
dential lots because it is zoned for 
multi-family housing. 


"THEY SHOULD come up with a 


better way of assessing property — 
not based on its value in the future, 
but what it's worth now," Keeley 
said. 


"I don't feel I should have to pay 


taxes on something that may or may 
not develop on my property," he said. 


While the county is taxing Keeley 


as if he could sell the property for 
more than $150,000, Keeley has not 
had an offer since he put it up for sale 
five years ago, he said. Nobody will 
pay $150,000 for the land, he said. 


So Keeley is supporting the protest 


Homeowners form protest group

High taxes, perhaps like no other 


issue, have a way of bringing out the 
rebel in Americans. 


It happened 201 years ago when 


Americans went to war to protest 
what they believed were unjust taxes. 


Today it is happening in northern 


Cook County, Where taxpayers are 
hoping to organize a "taxpayers' re- 
volt" to protest huge increases in 
then- tax bills. Some increases have 
been as high as 50 per cent in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The move for a tax strike began 


with a small group of irate taxpayers 
in Evanston about two weeks ago. The 
group met last week and drew about 
150 members. Thursday the "re- 
volt" will come to Palatine, where 
disgruntled taxpayers are expected to 
gather at 8 p.m. at the public library, 
500 N. Beriton St. 
i 


The movement probably will pick up 


steam and a larger following today 
and Wednesday with similar meetings 
in Winnetka and Glenview. 


"I've called everybody I can think 


of," said Mrs. William Spring, 801 S. 
Vail Ave., Arlington Heights, who has 
taken a strong interest in the pro- 
posed strike. "Something has to be 
done, but we can't do it alone," she 
said. 


"The John Doe and Jane Doe are 


frustrated. They can write all the let- 
ters they want to the 'Fencepost,' or 
call the village hall everyday, but you 
won't get anywhere." 


Mrs. Spring said she believes a 


large group of protesters will have 
some "clout" with local taxing bodies 
and the state legislature. 


That is what James L. Tobin, presi- 


dent of the National Taxpayers United 
of Illinois, also is hoping. The state 
taxpayers group, an affiliate of the 
National Taxpayers' Union in Wash- 
ington, D.C., is heading the strike 
drive. It has scheduled the regional 
meetings in an attempt to gather 
enough protesters to make its mark 
with those responsible for increases in 
taxes. 


THE GROUP IS collecting money 


for local newspaper ads and is circu- 
lating leaflets to help organize the 
citizen meetings. 


Palatine Township Assessor Ber- 


nard E. Pedersen said since the tax 
bills came out in mid-July, complaints 
have revolved mainly around two 
points. 


There are a lot of questions about 


the taxing bodies spending too much 


and there are questions about the as- 
sessments 
themselves," 
Pedersen 


said. 


The tax' assessments are based on 


the market value of property, which 
increased in most cases this year be- 
cause the Cook County assessor's of- 
fice completed its quadrennial reas- 
sessments of property in much of the 
Northwest suburban area.' 


Pedersen said a taxpayers' strike 


might do something to alleviate future 
tax increases. 


"I SEE NO reason why they 


shouldn't do it," 
Pedersen said. 


"People complain and picket about 
everything else. I think complaints or 
a revolt could have reverberations in 
a lot of areas." 


Pedersen said a large-scale protest 


might cause taxing bodies to reconsi- 
der increased 
spending, 
increase 


Homestead tax exemptions for the el- 
derly or lead to some regulating legis- 
lation at the state level. 


Wheeling Township Assessor Mar- 


shall Theroux was not as optimistic 
that a protest would have much ef- 
fect. 


He said there is nothing that can be 


done about this year's tax bills. 


"Unless they can find an illegality 


or error in their assessment, I know 
of nothing that would happen from ex- 
pressing displeasure," Theroux said. 


Property owners who do not pay 


their tax bills by Aug. 15 are subject 
to a monthly fine of 1 per cent of the 
amount due. 


THE PROSPECT OF an even high- 


er tax bill may be a deterrent to some 
who would like to join the strike. 


Unless the numbers exceed several 


hundred in each community, they 
would be considered only "symbolic" 
protests according to Suzanne Read* 
of the Illinois Public Action Council. 


She said a arge-scale strike, how- 


ever, would leave taxing bodies with 
"a great deal of problems with cash 
flow." 


Ms. Reade's group is trying to ex- 


plain to taxpayers ways they can 
work to prevent future tax increases. 


"Over the long run the only solution 


is through legislation," she said. 


But for taxpayers such as Mrs. 


Spring, who are still concerned with 
their current tax bill, the idea of join- 
ing with other irate taxpayers is ap- 
pealing. 


"I'm so excited about it (Thurs- 


d'ay's meeting) because everyone has 
been so frustrated since the 'bills 
came," she said.

THE COMMITTEE also is calling 


for a freeze on Cook County assess- 
ments, a three-month extension on the 
Aug. 15 tax payment deadline and 
several other changes in tax assess- 
ment procedures. 


"If more people get involved, we 


I'm go- 
ing to go right along with this group 
and not pay my taxes," Keeley said.

Mikva rips Raffe on unincorporated issue 


U.S. Rep. Abner Mikva, D-10, Mon- 


day accused Maine Township Clerk 
Phillip Raffe and other Republican 
township officials of "playing poli- 
tics" and dragging their feet in re- 
sponse to problems in the unincorpo- 
rated section of the township. 


The Evanston Democrat made his 


comments in response to recent accu- 
sations from Raffe that Mikva is play- 
ing politics by getting involved in 
township problems. 


Mikva organized a task force last 


year to find solutions to the problems 
of crime and poor water quality in the 
unincorporated area. 


Township officials set aside $8,000 


last year to hire off-duty Cook County 
Sheriff's Police for additional police 
patrols but cut it out of the budget 
this year, calling it a low-priority 
item. Mikva has criticized the town- 
ship for the move. 


The unincorporated area is bounded 


generally by Dempster Street on the 
south, the Tri-State Tollway on the 


west, Central Road on the north, and 
Greenwood Avenue on the east. About 
20,000 persons live in the area. 


RAFFE SAID THE congressman 


created the task force as a public re- 
lations gimmick to help get himself 
reelected last fall. Mikva responded to 
the accusations at a press conference 
in his district office at the Des 
Plaines Civic Center, 1420 Miner St. 


"I am sorry that Mr. Raffe has de- 


cided that his partisanship is more 
important than his responsibilities to 
the township," Mikva said. 


"They 
(township officials) 
have 


dragged their feet in getting involved 
in the problem. 


"The problems are real, they aren't 


made up," he said. 


ASKED TO COMMENT on Mikva's 


statements, Raffe Monday said the 
problems Mikva is talking about are 
not the township's responsibility. 


"They're accusing the township of 


being lax hi areas we have no control 
over," Raffe said. 


"It's a shame that a U.S. congress- 


ma^ doesn't know which agency is re- 


sponsible for water, zoning, building 
and police protection," he said. 


RAFFE SATO IT is Cook County's 


fault if service in these areas is poor. 


"We provide'the duties we're sup- 


posed to provide," he said. 


Raffe said township officials have 


called a public meeting to "clear the 
air," and to let people know what 
agencies they should go to for an- 
swers to their problems. The township 
meeting is scheduled August 23 at Ge- 
mini School, 8955 Greenwood Rd.

DeLuca sentence the same

Saying "It wasn't us," Patricia Col- 


umbo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
were each sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison 'for the murders of 
Miss Colombo's parents and brother. 


Miss Colombo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge R, Eugene 
Pincham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys for new trials and announced 
the sentences. 


Miss Columbo, 21, and DeLuca, 39, 


were found guilty July l of the May 4, 
1976 killings of Miss Columbo's par- 
ents, Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael, 


Miss Columbe blinked back tears 


and spoke with a trembling voice af- 
ter Pincham aske<l her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence, 


"There's one thing more important 


than anything else," Miss Columbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jury, can never take away from me, 
and that's that my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us in that house that night or that 
morning.

"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss Columbo said, "and 
that's all that really matters to me." , 


FRANK DcLUCA spoke in a calm 


voice as he 'told Pincham, "Patricia 
and I are innocent . . . and I would 
stand on my testimony on the witness 
stand." 


Pincham then sentenced the pair to 


200 to 300 years for the killings; 20 to 
50 years to Miss Columbo for. solic- 
itation to commitjnurder; and 10 to 
50 years to DeLuca for solicitation. 


The sentences will run concurrently. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca will be eli- 
gible for parole after 11 years, two 
months in the state penitentiary. 


Defense attorneys for Miss Columbo 


and DeLuca' Monday said they will 
appeal their clients' guilty verdicts. 


ART DeBARTOLI, 500 Woodview

This makes the sin of 
Cain look like a misdemeanor!" 


However, William P. Murphy, Cook 


County assistant public defender for 
Miss Columbo, said the sentence was 
"pretty long for somebody who didn't 
do anything."

His bill triples, 
he won't pay taxes

John Kceley said he is not going to 


pay his property taxes. 


He sat in Ills 100-year-old house on 


the corner of Dundee and Wolf roads 
in Wheeling with an expression on his 
face somewhere beteen angry and in- 
sulted. 


"We can hold out until the first of 


the year. After that they (the county) 
can sell your house," the self-em- 
ployed printer said. 


Not only did Keeley's tax bill al- 


most triple this year, but he also dis- 
covered he has been overtaxed for the 
past 19 years. 


HE IS ONE OF a group of North- 


west and North suburban residents 
who are joining a taxpayers' strike, 
organized by the newly formed Tax- 
payers Protest Committee. 


Keeley received a tax bill of $3,800 


on his 1.25 acre tract. Last year, be- 
fore the quadrennial reassessment, he 
paid the county $1,300. 


"So I went down to the county office 


— I wanted to find out how they were , 
taxing me," he said. There he dis- 
covered the county has taxed him for 
9,500 square feet of Wolf Road border- 
ing his property since he moved there 
in 1958, 


While Keeley technically owns that 


portion of Wolf Road, it was declared 
a public easement in 1936 and is non- 
taxable, 
i 


"They've been charging me for . . . 


9,500 square feet of Wolf Road for 19 
years," Keeley said, adding the over- 
charge comes to $600 for this year 
alone. 


"They told me everyone who lives 


from Dundee to Hintz Road possibly 
is paying extra on the road," he said. 


FRANK COAKLEY, a spokesman 


for the county assessor's office, ad- 
mitted it appears Keeley has been 
overcharged. He could not say wheth- 
er any other Wolf Road residents 
were over taxed. Several residents 
questioned were not aware of any in- 
equity. 


Keeley's tax bill will1 be corrected 


for 1976 when he files a'complaint, 
Coakley said. He cannot, however, be 
reimbursed for any previous years be- 
cause complaint deadlines have ex- 
pired. 


Even with the $600 deduction, Kee- 


ley is not satisfied. He said a -revised 
$3,200 bill is still too high, for a resi- 
dential lot. 


The county began assessing proper- 


ty on the basis of fair market value 
last year'. Keeley's property has a

PLO may recognize Israel 


TAIF, Saudi Arabia (UPI) - Sec. 


of State Cyrus Vance extended his 
Middle East peace mission Monday 
amid encouraging reports that the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization was 
prepared to soften its hard-line stance 
against Israel. 


While Vance met with King Khaled 


of Saudi Arabia, a State Dept. spokes- 
,man traveling with the secretary said 
indirect word had been received from 
the PLO that it might accept a modi- 
fied form of United Nations Resolu- 


tion 242, whic tacitly recognizes Is- 
rael's right to exist. 


President Carter 
announced in 


Plains, Ga., that in light of the re-' 
ports, Vance will remain in the 
Middle East for a "second round" pf 
talks aimed at opening the way for a 
resumption of the Geneva peace con- 
ference this fall.

THE STATE DEPT. spokesman 


said PLO acceptance of the U.N. reso- 
lution would indicate the Palestinian 


group no longer demands the destruc- 
tion of the Jewish state. 


But the spokesman, Hodding Carter 


III, said the PLO must accept t'tie res- 
olution "in its entirety without modi- 
fication.'" 


State Dept. officials said the PLO 


announcement might come^at a sched- 
uled meeting of. the PLO National' 
Council in Damascus, Syria, Aug. 16. 


Vance will extend his scheduled 11- 


day Middle East trip by onfe day, Car- 
ter said, remaining through'Saturday 


for additional talks with Arab leaders. 


"WE DON'T KNOW yet what's go- 


ing to happen until I get-a complete 
report from Cy Vance," Carter said.

Bobby Libit likes to' play baseball, dance and wa- 


ter ski. He's just a normal 9-year-old. 


But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"I was resigned to the fact that he would die and 


that he would die here with his family and his 
friends," says Patricia Libit, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
ing back on the days in July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplnstic anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Maysvood. convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up, Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantees," Mrs Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug. 7.1075, and follow up treatment, which included 
a year of isolation to prevent infection, the doctors 
are giving guarantees. 


"As far as I know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if it passed the first year," Mrs. Libit says. 


Bobby is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, field days and especially music. 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his 18-year-old brother'Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and for the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection. 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I 


was wearing it the kids would say I was the bionic 
boy," Bobby says. 


"IT ALL SEEMS like a dream now because it had 


a happy ending. At that time I wondered why, sure. 
But I have nothing but beautiful memories," Mrs. 
Libit says. 


Those memories include the people of Buffalo 


Grove raising more than $10,000 for Bobby's medical 
expenses and the constant attention and help of the 
staff of the Children's Orthopedic Hospitarin Seattle.' 


"They take care of your spirit as well as your 


body out there," Mrs. Libit says. 


She hesitates when asked what advice .she has for 


parents who might have to go through a similar or- 
deal. 


"It's so hard to know what to tell other people. The 


only thing that really gets you through are prayers 
and friends and some smart doctors."

rebel in Americans. 


It happened 201 years ago when 


Americans went to war to protest 
'what they believed were unjust taxes. 


Today it is happening in northern 


Cook County, where taxpayers are 
hoping to organize a "taxpayers' re- 
volt" to protest huge increases- in 
their tax bills. Some increases have 
been as high as 50 per cent in, the 
Northwest suburbs. 
; 


The move for a tax strike began 


with a small group of irate taxpayers 
in Evanston about two weeks ago. The 
group met last week and drew about, 
ISO members. Thursday the "re- 
volt" will come to Palatine, where 
disgruntled taxpayers are expected to 
gather at« p.m. at the public library, 
500 N. Benton St. 


The movement probably will pick up 


steam and a larger following today 
and Wednesday with similar meetings 
in Winnetfca and Glenview. 


"I've called everybody I can think 


of," said Mrs. William Spring, 801 S. 
Vail Ave., Arlington Heights, who has 
taken a strong interest in the pro- 
posed strike. "Something has to be 
done, but we can't do it alone," *she 
said. 


"The John Doe and Jane Doe ,are 


frustrated. They can write all the let- 
ters they want to the 'Fencepost,' or 
call the village hall everyday, but you 
won't get anywhere." 


Mrs. Spring said she believes a 


large group of protesters will have 
some "clout" with local taxing bodies 
and the state legislature. 


That is what James L. Tobin, presi- 


dent of the National Taxpayers United 
of Illinois, also is hoping. The state 
taxpayers group, an affiliate of the 
National Taxpayers' Union in Wash- 
ington, D.C., is heading the strike 
drive. It has scheduled the regional 
meetings in an attempt to gather 
enough protesters to make its mark 
with those responsible for increases in 
taxes. 


THE GROUP IS collecting money 


for local newspaper ads and is circu- 
lating leaflets to help organize the 
citizen meetings.

The tax assessments are based on 


the market value of property, which 
increased in most cases this year be- 
cause the Cook County assessor's of- 
fice completed its quadrennial reas- 
^sessments of 'property in much of the 


Northwest suburban area. 


Pedersen said a taxpayers' strike 


might do something to alleviate future 
tax increases. 


"I SEE NO reason why they 


shouldn't do it," Pedersen said. 
"People complain and picket about 
everything else I think complaints or 
a revolt could have reverberations in 
a lot of areas." 


Pedersen said a large-scale protest 


might cause taxing bodies to reconsi- 
der increased spending, increase 
Homestead tax exemptions for the el- 
derly or lead to some regulating legis- 
lation at the state level. 


So Keeley is supporting the protest 


committee's push for an end to the 
practice of assessing property by its 
market value. 


THE COMMITTEE also is calling 


for a freeze on Cook County assess- 
ments, a three-month extension on the 
Aug. 15 tax payment deadline and 
several other changes in tax assess- 
ment procedures. 


"If more people get involved, we 


may be able to do something I'm go- 
ing to go right along with this group 
and not pay my taxes," Keeley said. 


"You can't keep on taxing people — 


the sky can't be the limit," he said. 
"I'm about to retire, but I may have 
to work the rest of my life at these 
rates." 


Wheeling Township Assessor Mar- 


shall Theroux was not as optimistic 
that a protest would have much ef- 
fect. 


He said there is nothing that can be 


done about this year's tax bills 


"Unless they can find an illegality 


or error in their assessment, I know 
of nothing that would happen from ex- 
pressing displeasure," Theroux said 


Property owners who do not pay 


their tax bills by Aug. 15 are subject 
to a monthly fine of 1 per cent of the 
amount due. 


THE PROSPECT OF an even high- 


er tax bill may be a deterrent to some 
who would like to join the strike. 


Unless the numbers exceed several 


hundred in each community, they 
would be considered only "symbolic" 
protests according to Suzanne Keade 
of the Illinois Public Action Council 


She said a arge-scale strike, how- 


ever, would leave taxing bodies with 
"a great deal of problems with cash 
flow." 


Ms. Reade's group is trying to ex- 


plain to taxpayers ways they can 
work to prevent future tax increases 


"Over the long run the only solution 


is through legislation," she said 


Village approves fees for law firm 


A $32,000-a-year retainer fee with a 


Chicago law firm was narrowly ap- 
proved Monday night by the Wheeling 
Village Board despite objections the 
agreement is "open ended." 


The board voted 3 to 2 to approve 


the retainer agreement with the firm 
of Jann, Carroll, Kruse and Maher. 


Under the contract the Jinn will re- 


ceive $32,500 a year for services as 
village attorney and village prose- 
cutor. The services include all trial- 
level cases as prosecutor and all regu-' 
lar advice, council and litigation as 
village attorney. 


Trustees John Cole and Charles 


Kerr voted against the agreement, 
saying it does not provide a clear defi- 
nition of what constituted "extraor- 
dinary services" or "complex litiga- 
tion." 


Under the agreement the firm 


weuld receive additional 
com- 


pensation for those two items as well 


as for "the appellate practices of the 
village prosecutor and village attor- 
ney." 


KERR SAID, "The expression 'com- 


plex litigation' leaves it completely 
wide open. It's like an open ended 
contract." 


Cole also questioned the definition 


of complex litigation. 


• "My big hangup is I don't think the 
term has been appropriately defined. 
Almost anything could be complex li- 
tigation and subject to additional com- 
pensation," he said. 


Coje also questioned why the $2,708 


monthly retainer fee must be paid in 
advance. 


Alan Garfield, the attorney handling 


the legal work for the village, said the 
retainer agreement was "fairly stan- 
dard." 


"WE'RE BEING retained, not em- 


ployed. We're normally paid at the 
beginning of the month," he said. 


Garfield said a detailed definition of 


complex litigation WEB left out "to 
keep the agreement as brief as pos- 
sible." 


Extraordinary services have to be 


mutually agreed upon. We aren't 
charging for litigation as the past at- 
torney had, he said. 


Garfield said complex litigation 


would include matters beyond "the 
normal day-to-day operations." 


The law firm was hired July 5 to 


replace former village Attorney John 
Burke and former village prosecutor 
John Clarke. Burke received a salary 
of $21,000 a year and $35 an hour for 
litigation. In 1976 Burke made an ad- 
ditional $21,000 in litigation fees be- 
cause of the large number of lawsuits 
involving the village. Clarke received 
a salary of $7,500. 


Trustees who approved the agree- 


ment are Dolores Dahm, Robert Ross 
and Roger Powers. 


Residents await creek improvements 


by DEBBE JONAK 


McDonald Creek lies low and quiet 


in Prospect Heights. But that does not 
comfort residents living along the 
banks of the moody stream. 


Spared in the last few years by 


sparse rainfall, they stand ready for 
the floodwaters to return at any time 
— ready in virtual fortresses tightly 
sealed and armed with sump pumps. 


Improvements have been made to 


McDonald Creek to prevent flooding 
problems. But they believe more 
should be made. They feel most of the 
improvements — culverts, widening 
of the creek bed — have improved 
conditions ftv Mount Prospect resi- 
dents downstream. 


The reseidents support a plan that 


calls for constructing a creek bypass 
northwest of the 
city in which 


floodwatei' would flow during heavy 
rains. 


BUT THE PROJECT is still in the 


planning stage, and until it is finished, 
residents can only wait and plug the 
cracks in their homes. 


A few neighbors recently sat in the 


kitchen of Angelo and Joan Paul, 1007 
Wildwood Dr.. recalling the "Great 
Flood of 1972" and recounting prog- 
ress in solving the problem since 
then. 


On Aug. 22,1972, there was water in 


the kitchen, water slowly creeping up 
the first step of the staircase to the 
second floor. 


It was the worst of eight floods in a 


monsoon-like summer. 


She and her husband and family 


had moved into the house just a 
couple of weeks earlier. Many of their 
belongings — including irreplaceable 
wedding photos and baby pictures — 
\verc still in boxes in the basement. 


THE FLOOD SAVED them the 


bother of unpacking." 


Mrs. Paul sat on the third, step with 


her children watching the water ap- 
proach and singing. 


"So my daughters wouldn't get 


hysterical, I sang, 'Water stay away 
from my door." But I'm thinking to 
my self, "God, how close are you go- 
ing to let it get?'" she said. 


After the floodwaters receded — 


about six hours later — it was time 
for reckoning. 


"We had »o talk it over and decide, 


Are we gonna stay or are we gonna 
leave?" she said. 


THEY DECIDED TO stick it out 


and fight, beginning the long and cost- 
ly process of waterproofing then- 
house. 


So did Harold and Gloria Karge- 


nian. 


When they moved into their home at 


1012 W. Wildwood Dr., they had not 
heard about the flooding problem. But 
Kargenian suspected something when 
he found mud on the ceiling rafters in 
the basement. 


His suspicions soon were verified 


with a water-filled basement and the 
Kargenians have spent the last seven 
years flood-proofing their house, too. 


"HERE YOU GET A new house and 


anticipate decorating, but you spend 
your first few yean getting pumps 
and caulking," Mrs.Kargenian said. 


In 1972, they spent $12,787 repairing 


damage from the flood—$9,197 of that 
happened during the Aug. 22 overflow. 


They and the Pauls have spent 


thousands of dollars each on pre- 
ventive measures. Kargenian, chair- 
man of (he city's plan commission 
and the North Cook County Soil Con- 
servation District, has installed seven 
sump pumps and one standby system. 
The main pumps can handle 24,000 
gallons of water an hour. A gas gener- 
ator will keep the pumps running if 
electricity fails. 


Since the last flood in 1973, plans 


and programs have been initiated ,to 
alleviate the problem, which is caused 
by the narrowness of the creek, poor- 
ly designed bridges which act as 
dams and debris in the stream. 


Among the areas hit hardest by 


flooding was the Wildwood Drive 
neighborhood to the north, along -Pa- 
tricia Lane and on Edwards Street to 
the south. 


THE SOO-LINE culvert, which runs 


under the railroad tracks near Wolf 
and Kensington roads, was enlarged 
in 1975 to help speed the flow of water 
during heavy rains. 


McDonald Creek winds through 


Mount Prospect and empties into the 
Des Plaines. River. Although the new 
culvert was called a godsend by 
some, many contend it will substan- 
tially improve the flooding situation ' 
only for those downstream in Mount 
Prospect. 


So residents upstream'are setting 


their sights on the Des Plaines 
Floodwater Management Plan. 


FLOODING ALONG McDonald Creek n Prospect Heights has forced 
some reiidants to protect their homes against high water. They want 
creek improvements that will keep their hom«s high and dry. 
' 


The plan is a joint project of the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District, U.S. 
Soil Conservation Service and the Il- 
linois Division of Water Resources. 


IT CALLS FOR-a by-pass northwest 


of Prospect Heights to contain 
floodwater during heavy rains. Stone- 
gage Drive would dead-end just west 
of Wildwood Drive because a bridge 
there would be removed1 to allow freer 
flow of the water. The creek would be 
widened in key spots. 


"It would solve the'flood problem," 


Roger Olson, project director, said. 
However, he added it will take at 
least three to five years to complete 


paperwork, planning and secure ap- 
proval from Washington. 


Until then, Prospect Heights can 


only hope for a few more dry seasons, 
he said, offering little hope himself — 
"It'll rain again, don't worry." 


So neighbors of the creek are arming 


themselves for the next battle and 
trying to lessen the problem by keep- 
ing the creek clean." They pull weeds, 
trees, chairs and other debris out of 
the stream on a regular basis. 


"We're going to lick it together," 


Paul said. "You know, we're one big 
family here because of the flooding — 
you'll find no better friends."

DeLuca sentence the same

Saying "it wasn't us," Patricia Col- 


umbo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
went each sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison for the murders of 
Miss Columbo's parents and brother. 


Mlw Columbo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge R. Eugene 
Pincham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys for new trials and announced 
the sentences. 


Miss Columbo, 21, and DeLuca, 39, 


were found guilty July l of the May 4, 
1976 killings of Miss Columbo's par- 
ents, Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael. 


Miss Columbo blinked back tears 


«nd spoke with a trembling voice af- 
ter Pincham askeii her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence. 


"There's one thing more important 


than anything else," Miss Columbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jury, can never take away from me, 
and that's that my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us In that house that night or that 
morning.

'"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss Columbo said, "and 
th'at's all that really matters to me." 


FRANK DeLUCA spoke in a calm 


voice as he told Pincham, "Patricia 
and 1 are inr.ocent . . . and I would 
stand on my testimony on the witness 
stand." 


Pincham then sentenced the pair to 


200 to 300 years for the killings; 20 to 
50 years to'Miss Columbo for solic- 
itation to commit murder; and 10 to 
50 years to DeLuca for solicitation. 


The sentences will run concurrently. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca will be eli- 
gible for parole after 11 years, two 
months in the state penitentiary. 


Defense attorneys for Miss Columbo 


and DeLuca Monday said they will 
appeal their clients' guilty verdicts.

$20,000 to move a building for use as a 
village youth center. 


In a reversal of an earlier decision, 


the village board Monday voted 3-2 in 
favor of the expenditure after receiv- 
ing petitions signed by 870 village 
residents favoring the move. 


Trustees Robert Bogart, John Ma- 


rienthal. and Howard Mendenhall 
voted for the expenditure. Trustees 
Howard Keister and Stephen Stone 
voted against the proposal saying it 
poses too many unanswered ques- 
tions. 


The village does not know if $20.000 


will be enough to move a 4.500-square- 
foot facility nor where it would put 
the building, Village Mgr. William 
Balling said. 


Nor does the village have the 


$20,000 available in this year's budget, 
Balling said. 


MARIENTHAL SUGGESTED three 


alternatives for raising the necessary 
funds. The village could ask each 
family in town to donate $5 to the cen- 
ter, it could take out a $20,000 loan, or 
it could enact a special utility tax to 
obtain the needed funds, Marienthal 
said. 


The village board made no decision 


on financing the moving of the build- 
ing, a model unit from Cambridge on 
the Lake, Dundee Road east of Buf- 
falo Grove Road. 


Leisure Technology Inc., Skokie, the 


developer of Cambridge on the Lake, 
has offered its building free of charge 
to the village if it could be moved hi 
the next 40 days. 


Keister said he objected to the ex- 


pense because the committee of Jay- 


cees and village residents which had 
been working on plans to establish a 
youth center had not proposed any 
programs for the building once it is 
moved. The committee circulated the 
petitions presented Monday night. 


"Let's talk about the programs. I'd 


like to hear some specifics before this 
village moves what could be a white 
elephant," Keister said.' 


"PROGRAMS HAVE TO be devel- 


oped by a professional 'staff. There is 
not anybody in this room that has the 
capability to develop a program that 
will be workable," said Bogart, who 
has been the trustee most recently in- 
volved with the study of a youth cen- 
ter in the village. 


Several trustees said the youth cen- 


ter was the type of facility that should 
be run by the park district, not tthe 
village.

'Incurable' illness didn't 
dim 9-year-old's spirit

Bobby Li bit likes to play baseball, dance and wa- 


ter ski. He's just a normal 9-year-old. 


But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"I was resigned to the fact that he would die and 


that he would die here with his family and his 
friends," says Patricia Libit, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
ing back on the days in July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplastic anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Maywood, convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up. Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantees," Mrs. Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug. 7,1975, and follow up treatment, which included 
a year of Isolation to prevent infection, the doctors 
are giving guarantees. 


"As far as I know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if It passed the first year," Mrs. Lfibit says. 


Bobby is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, Held days and especially music 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his 18-year-old brother Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and for the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I 


was wearing it the kids would say I was the. bionic 
boy," Bobby says. 


"IT ALL SEEMS like a dream now because it had 


a happy ending. At that time I wondered why, sure. 
But I have nothing but beautiful memories," Mrs. 
Libit says. 


Those memories include the people of Buffalo 


Grove raising more than $10,000 for Bobby's medical. 
expenses and the constant attention and help of the 
staff of the Children's Orthopedic Hospital in Seattle. 


"They take care of your spirit as well as your 


body out there," Mrs. Libit says. 


She hesitates when asked what advice she has for 


parents who might have to go through a similar or- 
deal. 


"It's so hard to know what to tell other people. The 


only thing that really gets you through are prayers 
and friends and some smart doctors."

Resident won't pay taxes, 
his bill tripled last year 


by DEBBE JONAK 


John Keeley said he is not going to 


pay his property taxes. 


He sat in his 100-year-old house on 


the corner of Dundee and Wolf roads 
in Wheeling with an expression on his 
face somewhere beteen angry and in- 
sulted. 


"We can hold out until the first of 


the year. After that they (the county) 
can sell your house," the self-em- 
ployed printer said. 


Not only did Keeley's tax bill al- 


most triple this year, but he also dis- 
covered he has, been overtaxed for the 
past 19 years. 


HE IS ONE OF a group of North- 


west and North suburban residents 
who are joining a taxpayers' strike, 
organized by the newly formed Tax- 
payers Protest Committee. 


Keeley received a tax bill of $3,800 


on his 1.25 acre tracL Last year, be- 
fore the quadrennial reassessment, he 
paid the county $1,300. 


"So I went down to the county office 


— I wanted, to find out how they were 
taxing me," he said. There he dis- 
covered the county has taxed him for 
9,500 square feet of Wolf Road border- 
ing his property since he moved there 
in 1958. 


While Keeley technically owns that 


portion of Wolf Road, it was declared 
a public easement in 1936 and is non- 
taxable. 


"They've been charging me for ... 


9,500 square feet of Wolf Road for 19 
years," Keeley said, adding the over- 
charge comes to $600 for this year 
alone. 


"They told me everyone who-lives 


from Dundee to Hintz Road possibly 
is paying extra on the road," he said. 


FRANK COAKLEY, a spokesman 


for the county assessor's office, ad- 
mitted it appears Keeley has been 
overcharged. He could not say wheth- 
er any other Wolf Road residents 
were over taxed. Several residents 
questioned were not aware of any in- 
equity. 


Keeley's tax bill will be corrected 


for 1976 when he files a complaint, 
Coakley said, He cannot, however, be 
reimbursed for any previous years be- 
cause, complaint deadlines have ex- 
pired. 


Even with the $600 deduction, Kee- 


ley is not satisfied. He said a revised 
$3,200 bill is still too high for a resi- 
dential lot. 


The county began assessing proper- 


ty on the basis of fair market value 
last year. Keeley's property has a 
higher market value than most resi- 
dential lots because it is zoned for 
multi-family housing. ' 


"THEY SHOULD come up with a 


better way 'Of assessing property — 
not based on its value in the future, 
but what it's worth now," Keeley 
said. 


"I don't feel I should have to pay 


taxes on something that may or may 
not develop on my property," he said. 


While the county is taxing Keeley 


as if he could sell the property for 
more than $150,000, Keeley has not 
had an offer since he put it up for sale 
five years ago, he said. Nobody will 
pay $150,000 for the land, he said 


So Keeley is supporting the protest

High taxes, perhaps like no. other 


issue, have a way of bringing out the 
rebel in Americans. 


It happened.201 years ago when 


Americans went to war to protest 
what they believed were unjust taxes. 


Today it is happening in northern 


Cook County, where taxpayers are 
hoping to organize a "taxpayers' re- 
volt" to protest huge increases in 
their tax bills. Some increases -have 
been as high as 50 per cent in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The move for a tax strike began 


with a small group of irate taxpayers 
in Evanston about two weeks ago. The 
group met last week and drew about 
150 members. Thursday the "re- 
volt" will come to Palatine, where 
disgruntled taxpayers are expected to 
gather at 8 p m. at the public library, 
500 N. Benton St. 


The movement probably will pick up 


steam and a larger following today 
and Wednesday with similar meetings 
in Winnetka and Glenview. 


"I've called everybody I can think 


of," said Mrs. William Spring, 801 S. 
Vail Ave., Arlington Heights, who has 
taken a strong interest in the pro- 
posed strike. "Something has to be 
done, but we can't do it alone," she 
said. 


"The John Doe and Jane Doe are 


frustrated. They can write all the let- 
ters they want to the 'Fencepost,' or 
call the village hall everyday, but you 
won't get anywhere." 


Mrs. Spring said she believes a 


large group of protesters will have 
some "clout" with local taxing bodies 
and the state legislature. 


That is what James^ L. Tobin, presi- 


dent of the National Taxpayers United 
of Illinois, also is hoping. The state 
taxpayers group, an affiliate of the 
National Taxpayers' Union in Wash- 
ington, D.C., is heading the strike 
drive. It has scheduled the regional 
meetings in an attempt to gather 
enough protesters to make its mark 
with those responsible for increases in 
taxes. 


THE GROUP IS collecting money 


for local newspaper ads and is circu- 
lating leaflets to help organize the 
citizen meetings. 


Palatine Township Assessor Ber- 


nard E. Pedersen said since the tax 
bills came out in mid-July, complaints 
have revolved mainly around two 
points. 


There are a lot of questions about 


the taxing bodies spending too much 


and there are questions about the as- 
sessments 
themselves," 
Pedersen 


said. 


The tax assessments are based on 


the market value of property, which 
increased in most cases this year be- 
cause the Cook County assessor's of- 
fice completed its quadrennial reas- 
sessments of property in much of the 
Northwest suburban area. 


Pedersen said a taxpayers' strike 


might do something to alleviate future 
' tax increases. 


"I SEE NO reason why they 


shouldn't do it," Pedersen said. 
"People complain and picket about 
everything else. I think complaints or 
a revolt could have reverberations in 
a lot of areas." 


Pedersen said a large-scale protest 


might cause taxing bodies to reconsi- 
der

spending, 
increase 


Homestead tax exemptions for the el- 
derly or lead to some regulating legis- 
lation at the state level. 


Wheeling Township Assessor Mar- 


shall Theroux was not as optimistic 
that a protest would have much ef- 
fect. 


He said there is nothing that can be 


done about this year's tax bills. 


"Unless they can find an illegality 


or error in their assessment, I know 
of nothing that would happen from ex- 
pressing displeasure," Theroux said. 


Property owners who do not pay 


their tax bills by Aug. 15 are subject 
to a monthly fine of 1 per cent of the 
amount due. 


THE PROSPECT OF an even high- 


er tax bill may be a deterrent to some 
who would like to join the strike. 


Unless the numbers exceed several 


hundred in each community, they 
would be considered only "symbolic" 
protests according to Suzanne Reade 
of the Illinois Public Action Council. 


She said a arge-scale strike, how- 


ever, would leave taxing bodies with 
"a great deal of problems with cash 
flow." 


Ms. Reade's group is trying to ex- 


plain to taxpayers ways they can 
work to prevent future tax increases. 


"Over the long run the only solution 


is through legislation," she said. 


But for taxpayers such as Mrs. 


Spring, who are still concerned with 
their current tax bill, the idea of join- 
ing with otherv irate taxpayers is ap- 
pealing. 


"I'm so excited about it (Thurs- 


day's meeting) because everyone has 
been so frustrated since the bills 
came," she said.

Mount Prospect may join SHARE plan 


A plan to obtain Lake Michigan wa- 


ter from the City of Evanston has 
been rejected 
by Mount Prospect 


Mayor Carolyn H. Krause because of 
the cost and the distance it would in- 
volve. 


Mrs. Krause will discuss her deci- 


sion with officials from Arlington 
Heights and Palatine, who still are 
considering buying, lake water from 
the North Shore community. 


Mrs. Krause has recommended the 


Mount Prospect Village Board aban- 
don the DAMP water commission's 
proposal to purchase water 
from 


.Evanston in favor of the SHARE+3 
plan to obtain lake water from Chicago 
through a reservoir and pumping sta- 
tion to be built at O'Hare Airport. 


THE 
DAMP 
commission was 


created by the Illinois Legislature in 
1957 and SHARE+3 was organized in 
1975. Both groups were formed to ob- 
tain and distribute Northwest subur- 
ban allocations of lake water. 


"I believe the time has come to 


choose between the two plans," Mrs. 
Krause said. "We cannot support both 
in view of our limited water funds. I 
personally favor SHARE for several 
reasons." 


The mayor said the village's pro- 


ximity to the airport would mean the 
cost of acquiring water through the 
O'Hare pipeline would be less than if 
it was purchased directly from Evans- 
ton. Mount Prospect is about eight" 
miles from O'Hare, less than half the 
distance from the village to Evans- 
ton's shoreline. 


The pipeline to O'Hare is estimated 


to cost $44 million to $62 million. The 
pipeline to Evanston would cost sub- 
stantially more, but no estimates are 
available. Supporters of the Evanston 
line, however, say it will cost less in 


the long run because Evanston would 
sell water cheaper than Chicago. 


Another reason Mrs. Krause said 


she supports the SHARE+3 plan is 
there are more municipalities with a 
greater combined population involved. 
"We could spread it (the cost) around 
more," she said. 


DAMP CURRENTLY has three ac- 


t i v e m e m b e r towns: Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect and Pala- 
tine. 


SHARE+3 consists of Schaumburg, 


Hoffman Estates, Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove, Pala- 
tine, Mount Prospect and Buffalo 
Grove.

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200-year jail term for Columbo 
DeLuca sentence the same

Saying "it wasn't us," Patricia Col- 


umbo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
were each sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison for the murders of 
Miss Colombo's parents and brother. 


Miss (Columbo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge R, Eugene 
Pincham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys for new trials and announced 
the sentences. 


Miss Columbo, 21, and DeLuca, 39, 


were found guilty July l of the May 4, 
1976 killings of Miss Colombo's par-' 
ents, Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-otd brother, Michael. 


Miss Columbo blinked back tears 


and spoke with a trembling voice af- 
ter Pincham aske<! her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence. 


• "There's one thing more important 
than anything else," Miss Columbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jury, can never take away from me, 
and that's that my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us in that house that night or that 
morning.

"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss Columbo said, "and 
that's all that really matters to me." 


FRANK DcLUCA spoke in a calm 


voice as he told Pincham, "Patricia 
and I are inr.ocent . . . and I would 
stand on my testimony on the witness 
stand." 


Pincham then sentenced the pair to 


200 to 300 years for the killings; 20 to 
50 years to Miss Columbo for solic- 
itation to commit murder; and 10 to 
50 years to DeLuca for solicitation.

Roger Bard- 
well and public relations director 
Leah Cummins, Garner said. 


"We are in contact with several wit- 


nesses and will conclude our in- 
vestigation in a month," he said. 


Garner declined to reveal the 


names of the witnesses or the nature 
of their testimony, but said he will 
know next month whether there is 


"sufficient evidence of criminal activ- 
ity" to warrant pursuit of a grand 
jury indictment. 


THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S in- 


vestigation of the four Dist. 59 offi- 
cials stems from charges made in 
May 1976 by board member Paul 
Kucharski. 


In a 14-page statement issued last 


spring, Kucharski charged that the 
four misinformed the board and with- 
held information about the process of 
petitioning for the formation of a unit 
school district. 


The four "made private deals, de- 


s t r o y e d 
tapes 
and 
acted in- 


appropriately as public officials," he 
said. 


Reiterating her earlier denials of 


the charges, Mrs. Zanca Monday said 
Kucharski's allegations "are all false- 


hoods and lies and have no basis in 
truth." 


SHE SAID she spoke to "a Mr. 


Turner" at the state's attorney's of- 
fice Monday morning who told her" he 
knew of no investigation involving her 
or any other Dist. 59 officials. 


"He said if there was a case some- 


one in the school district would know 
about it and no one does," Mrs, Zanca 
said. "He told me he'd probably have 
something in writing for me in a few 
days saying there is no investigation." 


Garner said he knows of no Mr. 


Turner, but that as the assistant 
state's attorney handling the Disti 59 
investigation he knows there is an in- 
vestigation. 


"We have over 400 attorneys here

their first pennant in 40 years, was 
busy being fatherly, Banks grinned 
and. bragged about Wrigley Field. 


"WRIGLEY FIELD is a sunshine 


park," said Ernie before the ceremo- 
ny. "The World .Series should be, 
played in Wrigley Field. Do you.'know 
that Whitey Ford never 'got to pitch in 
Wrigley Field?" 


Banks tugged at- Ford's light-blue 


sleeve, pulling him over to ask him 
again if the unheard-of was true. 


"You really never pitched at Wrig- 


ley Field?" Banks prodded Ford, who 
reiterated the sad fact. 


"Never been inside the park," Ford 


added. 


"Hey, there's Robin Roberts,"'de- 


clared Banks. "He pitched in Wrigley 
Field. He played for the Cubs." > 


Ernie found an aging Billy Herman 


wandering around the green and 
shook his hand. "Here's a guy who 
played 10 years for the Cubs," Banks 
said. 


BANKS HIMSELF played 19 years, 


all for the Cubs and all with remark- 
able style and cheer. In Chicago, he 
was idolized for his hitting and field- 
ing. Around the country, though, he 
provided another kind of heroism. 


"Hey, Mr. Sunshine," they called to 


him. Total strangers, these fans — not 
Chicagoans. For in Chicago, Mr. Sun- 
shine is unknown. He is Mr. Cub. 


Banks was mobbed for autographs 


on his way to the induction area. He 
was beseiged by the press and by pho- 
tographers who bore Nikons and 
Brownies. 


He was still smiling when he 


It was 
the smile that said, "I have dreamed 
of being here, like this, and now it is 
reality."'

'Incurable9 illness didn't

Bobby Libit likes to play baseball, dance and wa- 


ter ski. He's just a normal 9-year-old. 


But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"I was resigned to the fact that he would die and 


that he would die here with his family and his 
friends,'1 says Patricia Libit, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
ing back on the days in July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplastle anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Maywood, convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up. Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantees," Mrs. Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug. 7.1975, and follow up treatment, which included 
a year of isolation to prevent infection, the doctots 
are giving guarantees. 
| 


"As far as I know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if it passed the first year," Mrs. Idbit says. 


Bobby is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, field days and especially music. 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his 18-year-old brother Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and for the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection. 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I 


was wearing it the kids would say I was the bionic 
boy," Bobby says. 


"IT ALL SEEMS like a dream now because it had 


a happy ending. At that time I wondered why, sure. 
But I have nothing but beautiful memories," Mrs. 
Libit says. 


Those memories include the people of Buffalo 


Grove raising more than $10,000 for Bobby's medical 
expenses and the constant attention and help of the 
staff of the Children's Orthopedic Hospital in Seattle 


"They take care of your spirit as well as your 


body out there," Mrs. Libit says. 


She hesitates when asked what advice she has for 


parents who might have to go through a similar or- 
deal. 


"It's so hard to know what to tell other people. The 


only thing that really gets you through are prayers 
and friends and some smart doctors." 


Lost grave stones sadden official

When the City of Rolling Meadows 


plowed through the Old Plum Grove 
Cemetery with a bulldozer two years 
ago, Averry Wolfrum, township ceme- 
tery trustee, was willing to consider it 
an unfortunate accident. 


But when it happened again last 


week, Wolfrum was not so generous. 


He called the damage "open de- 


fiance of what I was trying to do." 


WOLFRUM IS trying to preserve 


what little is left of the pioneer ceme- 
tery, near the Meadow Edge subdivi- 
sion, dating back to the 180os. Most of 
the grave markers have been stolen 
or vandalized. What was left of them 
were plowed up two years ago by bull- 
dozers digging a sewer for the Mead- 
ow Edge development on the south- 
west side of town. 


But Wolfrum said he believed the 


stumps of those graves still were 
there until the city plowed them up 
last week while drilling a new well. 
He is storing the broken markers and 
had planned to restore them after the 
well was dug and a fence was built to 
keep out thieves and vandals. 


The well site is just north of an old 


Cook County cemetery, But about two 
years ago Wolfrum discovered a strip 
of graves extending into the city lim- 
its and onto the well site. He had 
asked the city to avoid that strip when 
they drilled the well and they "agreed 
in principle" to do so, he said. 


"We worked out a deal a couple of 


months ago where they wouldn't dig 


near the fence," Wolfrum said. (As- 
sistant City Mgr. Charles Green as- 
sured me they would keep me in- 
formed." 


BUT WOLFRUM said he discovered 


work on the well had begun, when he 
drove by the site last week and no- 
ticed the rig set up. 


"My heart just fell," he said. "The 


bulldozer had dug a lagoon just about 
to the fence line where I reserved for 
the graves. 


"I came on the scene and there was 


Green and (Public Works Director 
John) Hennessy and they looked a 
little surprised to see me." 


Wolfrum said officials showed him 


three fragments of markers the bull- 
clozeer had dug up. 


"WHAT THEY did was tell me how 


careful they were being as they dese- 
crated the cemetery," he said. "It's 
just like what happened two years ago 
with the sewer except that could have 
been a mistake. But this time I've 
repeatedly gone to meetings and they 
just went ahead and did as they 
pleased." 


Wolfrum was especially angry with 


Hennessy, whom he claimed had 
fought Wolfrum's request for a 25-foot 
wide road into the cemetery. Wolfrum 
said he needed the road to do his res- 
toration work. 


"Hennessy was the one all along 


who frantically demanded to, keep it 
narrow or not allow it at all. He had 
every intention of violating the ceme- 


tery if it suited his convenience " 


Hennessy acknowledged that he did 


not want to allow the road, but he 
said the damage was accidental and 
the city had done everything possible 
to avoid it. 


HE SAID HE and two other public 


works employes went to the well site 
the day drilling began to show work- 
ers what to avoid. He said they were 
told to stay 25 feet from the fence. 


Later, when he discovered the 


markers had been disturbed, he 
stopped work and called Wolfrum's of- 
fice. 


"It was just an oversight of the bull- 


dozer operator, I suppose," Hennes- 
sy said 


When Wolfrum asked the city to al- 


low him a road, Hennessy said he told 
him he could use the city road to the 
well for his work. 


HENNESSY SAID he feels "very 


bad about the whole thing," but he 
said Wolfrum should have staked off 
the area he wanted the workers to 
avoid. 


"I've told him I'll be happy to put a 


man with him if he wants to stake it 
out or help him with anything he 
wants to do," Hennessy said. 


Green also said the damage was a 


mistake and that "we called Mr. 
Wolfrum and all work stopped. 


"If he checked with Cook County we 


had calls in for him as soon as we 
realized it. We were very con- 
cerned," he said. 


Resident won't pay taxes, 
his bill tripled last year

John Keeley said he is not going to 


pay his property taxes. 


He sat in his 100-year-old house on 


the corner of Dundee and Wolf roads 
in Wheeling with an expression on his 
face somewhere beteen angry and in- 
sulted. 


"We can hold out until the first of 


the year. After that they (the county) 
can sell your house," the self-em- 
ployed printer said. 


Not only did Keeley's tax bill al-' 


most triple this year, but he also dis- 
covered he has been overtaxed for the 
past 19 years. 


HE IS ONE OF a group of North- 


west and North suburban residents 
who are joining a taxpayers' strike, 
organized by the newly formed Tax- 
payers Protest Committee. 


Keeley received a tax bill of $3,800 


on his 1.25 acre tract. Last year, be- 
fore the quadrennial reassessment, he 
paid the county $1,300. 


"So I went down to the county office 


— I wanted to find out how they were 
taxing me," he said. There he dis- 
covered the county has taxed him for 
9,500 square feet of Wolf Eoad border- 
ing his property since he moved there 
in 1958. 


While Keeley technically owns that 


portion of Wolf Road, it was declared 
a public easement in 1936 and is non- 
taxable. 


"They've been charging me for . . . 


9,500 square feet of Wolf Road for 19 
years," Keeley said, adding the over- 
charge comes to $600 for this year 
alone. 


"They told me everyone who lives 


from Dundee to Hmtz Road possibly 
is paying extra on the road," he said. 


FRANK COAKLEV, a spokesman 


for the county assessor's office, ad- 
mitted it appears Keeley has been 
overcharged. He could not say wheth- 
er any other Wolf Road residents 
were^ over taxed. Several residents 
questioned were not aware of any in- 
equity. 


Keeley's tax bill will be corrected 


for 1976 when he files a complaint, 
Coakley said. He cannot, however, be 
reimbursed for any previous years be- 
cause complaint deadlines have ex- 
pired. 


Even with the $600 deduction, Kec- 


Icy is not satisfied. He said a revised 
$3,200 bill is still too high for a resi- 
dential lot. 


The county began assessing proper- 


ty on the basis of fair market value 
last year. Keeley's property has a 
higher market value than most resi- 
dential lots because it is zoned for 
multi-family housing. 


"THEY SHOULD come up with a 


better way of assessing property — 
not based on its value in the future, 
but what it's worth now," Keeley 
said. 


"I don't feel I should have to pay 


taxes on something that may or may 
not develop on my property," he said 


While the county is taxing Keeley 


as if he could sell the property for 
more than $150,000, Keeley has not 
had an offer since he put it up for sale 
five years ago, he said. Nobody will 


Homeowners iorm protest group

High taxes, perhaps like no other 


issue, have a way of bringing out the 
rebel in Americans 


It happened 201 years ago when 


Americans went to war to protest 
what they believed were unjust taxes. 


Today it is happening in northern 


Cook County, where taxpayers 
are 


hoping to organize a "taxpayers' re- 
volt" to protest huge increases in 
their tax bills. Some increases have 
been as-high as 50 per cent in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The move for a tax strike began 


, with a small group of irate taxpayers 
in Evanston about two weeks ago. The 
group met last week and drew about 
150 members. Thursday the "re- 
volt" will come to Palatine, where 
disgruntled taxpayers are expected to 
gather at 8 p m. at the public library, 
500 N. Benton St. 


The movement probably will pick up 


steam and a larger following today 
and Wednesday with similar meetings 
in Winnetka and Glenview. 


"I've called everybody I can think 


of," said Mrs. William Spring, 801 S. 
Vail Ave., Arlington Heights, who has 
taken a strong interest in the pro- 
posed strike. "Something has to be 
done, but we can't do it alone," she 
said. 


"The John Doe and Jane Doe are 


frustrated. They can write all the let- 
ters they want to the 'Fencepost,' or 
call the village hall everyday, but you 
won't get anywhere " 


Mrs. Spring said she believes a 


large group of protesters will have 
some "clout" with local taxing bodies 
and the state legislature. 


That is what James L. Tobin, presi- 


dent of the National Taxpayers United 
of Illinois, also is hoping. The state 
taxpayers group, an affiliate of the 
National Taxpayers' Union in Wash- 
ington, D C , is heading the strike 
drive. It has scheduled the regional 
meetings in an attempt to gather 
enough protesters to make its mark 
with those responsible for increases in 
taxes 


THE GROUP IS collecting money 


for local newspaper ads and is circu- 
lating leaflets to help organize the 
citizen meetings. 


Palatine Township Assessor Ber- 


naid E. Pedersen said since the tax 


pay $150,000 for the land, he said. 
So Keeley is supporting the protest 


committee's push for an end to the 
practice of assessing property by its 
market value. 


THE COMMITTEE also is calling 


for a freeze on Cook County assess- 
ments, a three-month extension on the 
Aug 15 tax payment deadline and 
several other changes in tax assess- 


bills came out m mid-July, complaints 
have revolved mainly around two 
points. 


There are a lot of questions about

Wheeling Township Assessor Mar- 


shall Theroux was not as optimistic 
that a protest would have much ef- 
fect.

Property owners who do not pay

Bobby Libit likes to play baseball,'dance and wa- 


ter ski. He's just a normal 9-year-old. 


But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"1 was resigned to the fact that he would die and 


that he would die here with his family and his 
friends," says Patricia Libit, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
ing back on the clays m July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplastic anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Mayuood, convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up. Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantees," Mrs. Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug. 7,1975, and [ollow up treatment, which included 
a year of isolation to prevent infection, the doctors 
are giving guarantees. 


"As far as I know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if it passed the first year," Mrs. Libit says. 


Bobby is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, held days and especially music. 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his 18-year-old brother Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and for the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection. 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I 


was wearing it the kids would say I was the bionic 
boy," Bobby says. 


"IT ALL SEEMS like a dream now because it had 


a happy ending. At that time I wondered why, sure. 
But I have nothing but beautiful memories," Mrs. 
Libit says. 


Those memories include the people of Buffalo 


Grove raising more than $10,000 for Bobby's medical 
expenses and the constant attention and help of the 
staff of the Children's Orthopedic Hospital in Seattle. 


"They take care of your spirit as well as your 


body out there," Mrs. Libit says. 


She hesitates when asked what advice she has for 


parents who might have to go through a similar or- 
deal. 


"It's so hard to know what to tell other people. The 


only thing that really gets you through are prayers 
and friends and some smart doctors."

Dist. 54, village battle 
over funds from builder

There is $42,500 gathering dust in a 


Schaumburg bank, and Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 and the Village of 
Schaumburg are determined to keep 
each other from getting it. 


Dist. 54 wants the money to educate 


children. 


The village wants it to build a medi- 


cal center. 


"NO WAY THEY (Dist. 54) will get 


the hospital money," Village Pres. 
Raymond Kessell said. "Sometime 
way in the future, there willl be a 
need for a hospital here." 


AT THIS POINT, the village seems 


to have the upper hand. The money 
was donated by the developer of the 
Dunbar Lakes property, north of 
Schaumburg Road and west of Plum 
Grove Road in Schaumburg, for a 
planned Schaumburg hospital that 
never materialized. The money is now 
in escrow in a village bank account. 


Dist. 54 officials however argue 


they need the $42,500 to provide an 


education for the several hundred 
children the Dunbar Lakes develop- 
ment wiE bring to the district. 


Eventually, Dist. 54 will receive 


tax money for that purpose. But the 
sale's tax collection lag means the 
district will have to pay for the chil- 
dren's schooling for at least 18 
months before any tax money 'arrives 
'to help foot the bill. Land for a school 
site or $100 per residential unit have 
been standard donations from deve- 
lopers throughout the district, Dist. 
54 officials said. 


FOUR YEARS ago, when the Dun- 


bar firm sought zoning for the proper- 
ty, it agreed to donate $100 per resi- 
dential unit to be used to build a hos- 
pital hi Schaumburg.

Lost grave stones sadden official

When the City of Rolling Meadows 


plowed through the Old Plum Grove 
Cemetery with a bulldozer two years 
ago, Averry Wolfrum, township ceme- 
tery trustee, was willing to consider it 
an unfortunate accident. 


But when it happened again last 


week, Wolfrum was not so generous. 


He called the damage "open de- 


fiance of what I was trying to do." 


WOLFRUM IS trying to preserve 


what little is left of the pioneer ceme- 
tery, near the Meadow Edge subdivi- 
sion, dating back to the 1800s. Most of 
the grave markers have been stolen 
or vandalized. What was left of them 
were plowed up two years ago by bull- 
dozers digging a sewer for the Mead- 
ow Edge development on the south- 
west side of town. 


But Wolfrum said he believed the 


stumps of those graves still were 
there until the city plowed them up 
last week while drilling a new well. 
He is storing the broken markers and 
had planned to restore them after the 
well was dug and a fence was built to 
keep'out thieves and vandals. 


The well site is just north of, an old 


Cook County cemetery. But about two 
years ago Wolfrum discovered a strip 
of graves extending into the city lim- 
its and onto the well site. He had 
asked the city to avoid that strip when 
they drilled the well and they "agreed 
in principle" to do so, he said. 


"We worked out a deal a couple of 


months ago where they wouldn't dig 
near the fence," Wolfrum said. (As- 
sistant City Mgr. Charles Green as- 
sured me they would keep me in- 
formed." 


BUT WOLFRUM said he discovered 


work on the well had begun, when he 
drove by the site last week and no-

Hennessy acknowledged that he did 


not want to allow the road, but he 
said the damage was accidental and 
the city had done everything possible 
to avoid it 


HE SAID HE and two other public 


works employes went to the well site 
the day drilling began to show work- 
ers what to avoid. He said they were 
told to stay 25 feet from the fence. 


Later, 
when he discovered the 


markers had been disturbed, he 
stopped work and called Wolfrum's of- 
fice. 


"It was just an oversight of the bull- 


dozer operator, I suppose," Hennes- 
sy said. 


When Wolfrum asked the city to al- 


low him a road, Hennessy said he told 
him he could use the city road to the 
well for his work.

The district alsc wants the $42,500 al- 
ready in escrow, Mrs. Carpenter said, 
and has asked to be notified of the 
results of future zoning board meet- 
ings.

opment is approved, Berner said chil- 
dren from the area would attend 
Schaumburg School, 520 E Schaum- 
burg Rd, Schaumburg.

Columbo

Saying "It wasn't us," Patricia Col- 


umbo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
were each 'sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison for the murders of 
Miss Columbo's parents and brother. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge R. Eugene 
Pincham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys for new trials and announced 
the sentences. 


Miss Columbo, 21, and DeLuca. 30, 


were found guilty July 1 of the May 4, 
1976 killings of Miss Columbo's par- 
ents. Frank and Mary Columbo, and' 
her 13-year-oki brother, Michael. 


Miss Columbo blinked back tears 


and spoke with a trembling voice af- 
ter Pincham aske<l her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence. 


"There's one thing more important 


than anything else," Miss Columbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jury, can never take away from me, 
and that's that my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us in that house that night or that 
morning.

"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss Columbo said, "and 
that's all that really matters to me." 


FRANK DeLUCA spoke in a calm 


voice as he told Pincham, "Patricia 
and I are innocent . . . and 1 would 
stand on my testimony on the witness 
stand." 


Pincham then sentenced the pair to 


200 to 300 years for the killings; 20 to 
50 years to Miss Columbo for solic- 
itation to commit murder; and 10 to 
50 years to DeLuca for solicitation. 


The sentences will run concurrently. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca will be eli- 
gible for parole after 11 years, two 
months in the state penitentiary. 


Defense attorneys for Miss Columbo 


and DeLuca Monday said they will 
appeal their clients' guilty verdicts.

Wolfrum's spirits 
felled with graves 


by RUTH MUGALIAN 


When the City of Rolling Meadows 


plowed through the Old Plum Grove 
Cemetery with a bulldozer two years 
ago, Averry Wolf rum, township ceme- 
tery trustee, was willing to consider it 
an unfortunate accident. 


But when it happened again last 


week, Wotfrum was not so generous. 


He called the damage "open de- 


fiance of what 1 was trying to do.'1 


WOLFRUM IS trying to preserve 


what little is left of the pioneer ceme- 
tery, near the Meadow Edge subdivi- 
sion, dating back to the 1800s. Most of 
the grave markers have been stolen 
or vandalized. What was left of them 
were plowed up two years ago by bull- 
dozers digging a sewer for the Mead- 
ow Edge development on the south- 
west side of town. 


But Wolfrum said he believed the 


stumps of those graves still were 
there until the city plowed them up 
last week while drilling a new well. 
He is storing the broken markers and 
had planned to restore them after the 
well was dug and a fence was built to 
keep out thieves and vandals. 


The well site is just north of an old 


Cook County cemetery. But about two 
years ago Wolfrum discovered a strip 
of graves extending into the city lim- 
its and onto the well site. He had 
asked the city to avoid that strip when 
they drilled the well and they "agreed 
in principle" to do so, he said. 


"We worked out a deal a couple of 


months ago where they wouldn't dig 
near the fence," Wolfrum said. (As- 
sistant City Mgr. Charles Green as- 
sured me they would keep me in- 
formed." 


BUT WOLFRUM said he discovered 


work on the well had begun, when he 
drove by the site'last week and no- 
ticed the rig set up. 


"My heart just fell," he said. "The 


bulldozer had dug a lagoon just about 
to the fence line where I reserved for 
the graves. 


"I came on the scene and there was 


Green and (Public Works Directoi 
John) Hennessy "and they looked a 
little surprised to see me." 


Wolfrum said officials showed him 


three fragments of markers the bull- 
dozeer had dug up. 


"WHAT THEY did was tell me how 


careful they were being as they dese- 
crated the cemetery," he said. "It's 
just like what happened two years ago 
with the sewer except that could have 
been a mistake. But this time I've 
repeatedly gone to meetings and they

Bobby Llbit likes to play baseball, dance and wa-

But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"I was resigned to the fact that he would die and 


that he would die here with his family and his 
friends," says Patricia Libit, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
ing back on the days in July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest, of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplastic anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Maywood, convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up. Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantee's," Mrs. Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug, 7,1978, and follow up treatment, which included 
a year of isolation to prevent infection, the doctors 
are giving guarantees, 


"As far as 1 know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if it passed the first year," Mrs. LSbit says. 


Bobby is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is. back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, field days and especially music. 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his 18-year-old brother Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and for the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection. 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I 


was wearing it the fcids would say I was the bionic 
boy," Bobby says. 


"IT ALL SEEMS like a dream now because it had 


a happy ending. At that time I wondered why, sure. 
But I have nothing but beautiful memories," Mrs. 
Libit says. 


Those memories include the people of Buffalo 


Grove raising more than $10,000 for Bobby's medical 
expenses and the constant attention and help of the 
staff of the Children's Orthopedic Hospital in Seattle. 


"They take care of your spirit as well as your 


body out there," Mrs. Libit says. 


She hesitates when asked what .advice she has for 


parents who might have to go through a similar or- 
deal. 


"It's so hard to know what to tell other people. The 


only thing that really gets you through are prayers 
and friends and some smart doctors."

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200-year jail term for Columbo 


DeLuca sentence the same

Saying "it wasn't us,"'Patricia Col- 


umbo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
were each sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison for the murders of 
Miss Columbo's parents and brother. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge R. Eugene 
Pincham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys for new trials and announced 
the sentences. 


Miss Columbo, 21, and DeLuca, 39, 


were found guilty July l of the May 4, 
1976 killings of Miss Columbo's par- 
ents. Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael. 


Miss Columbo blinked back tears 


and spoke with a trembling voice al- 
ter Pincbam asked her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence. 


"There's one thing more important 


than anything else," Miss Columbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jttry, can never take away from me, 
«nd that's that my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us in that house that night or that 
morning.

"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss Columbo said,' "and 
that's all that really matters to me." 


FRANK OeLUCA spoke in a calm

Pincham then sentenced the pair to

Old high school now 
village, park site 


The old Palatine High School, for- 


mally became the joint property of 
the Village of Palatine and the Pala- 
tine Park District Monday when the 
village board approved the purchase 
of its share of the building for a new 
village hall. 


The purchase price of the school, 


which was approved by voters in a 
June 4 referendum, staged by the 
village and park district is $650,000. 
The village will pay $390,000 for its 
share of the building and the park dis- 
trict will pay 5260,000. 


The agreement calls for the 1965 


portion of the building at 150 E. Wood 
St.. to be used as a village hall. The 
park district will use the gymnasium. 
Cutting Hall auditorium and the ath- 
letic field. The park district approved 
the purchase of its share of the facil- 
ity last month. 


THE OLD HIGH school became ex- 


pendable when construction began on 
the New Palatine High School, 1111 N. 
Rohlwing Hd., which will open this 
fall. 


The purchase agreement with High 


School Dist, 211 marks the end of a 
long effort by local officials and civic 
leaders to acquire the building as a 
civic center. The school property has 
been considered a "once in a -life- 
time" acquisition by the park board 
because of its recreational facilities 
and open space. 


The purchase ordinance approved 


Monday calls for the village and park 
district to share the cost of demolition 
of the' 1929 portion of the high school. 
That area will be used as a parking 
lot. 


The purchase ordinance also calls 


for the village to maintain all -paved 


areas including snow removal. The 
park district will assume responsi- 
bility for all unpaved and landscaped 
areas. The cost of maintenance for 
mechanical equipment will be paid 55 
per cent by the village, 45 per cent by 
the park district. 


THE OTHER .responsibilities to be 


jointly shared by the village and park 
, district include: 


• Parking facilities, including pav- 


ing arid lighting which will be paid 70 
per cent by the village and 30 per,cent 
by the park district. 


• Renovation of mechanical sys- 


tems, which will be paid 70 per cent 
by the village and 30 per .cent by the 
park district. 


The electric service will be placed 


on separate meters wherever pos- 
sible. Shared utility expenses will be 
-paid 55 per cent by the village and 45 
per cent by the park district.

Bobby Liblt likes to play baseball, dance and wa- 


ter ski. He's just a normal 9-year-old. 


But that makes him pretty special because, two 


years ago, doctors said he had only three months to 
live. 


"1 was resigned to the fact that he would die and 


that he would die here with his family and his 
friends," says Patricia Liblt, 626 Raupp Blvd., look- 
Ing back on the days in July 1975, when she was told 
the youngest of her four sons had a rare viral in- 
fection, aplastic anemia. 


But a doctor at Loyola University Medical Center, 


Maywood, convinced Mrs. Libit not to give up. Bob- 
by was flown to Seattle for a bone marrow trans- 
plant, his only hope for survival. 


"THEY DIDN'T GIVE any guarantees," Mrs. Li- 


bit recalls. But now, after a delicate operation on 
Aug. 7,1975, and follow up treatment, which included 
a year of isolation to prevent infection, the doctors 
are giving guarantees. 


"As far as 1 know they have never had a marrow 


rejection if it passed the first year," Mrs. Ldbit says. 


Bobby Is again going to school rather than taking 


lessons at home from a tutor. He has begun to water 
ski this summer and is back on the Little League 
baseball diamond as an outfielder. 


"Last year I was almost voted for the All-Stars," 


he says happily. As for school, Bobby says he likes 
gymnastics, field days and especially music. 


"I DANCE, I just make up dances to the beat. I do 


like modern jazz dances," Bobby says. He doesn't 
see dancing in his future, though. 


"I think about being a cop like my bone marrow 


donor," his 18-year-old brother Jerry. 


The only after effects for Bobby have been a dis- 


like for hospitals and lor the mask he was forced to 
wear to ward off infection. 


"That mask, I hate it. It makes me choke. When I 


was wearing it the tads would say I was the bionic 
boy," Bobby says. 


"IT ALL SEEMS like a dream now because it had 


a happy ending. At that time I wondered why, sure. 
But I have nothing but beautiful memories," Mrs. 
Libit says. 


Those memories include the people of Buffalo 


Grove raising more than $10,000 for Bobby's medical 
expenses and the constant attention and help of the 
staff of the Children's Orthopedic Hospital in Seattle. 


"They take care of your spirit as well as your 


body out there," Mrs. Libit says. 


She hesitates when asked what advice she has for 


parents who might have to go through a similar or- 
deal 


"It's so hard to know what to tell other people. The 


only thing that really gets you through are prayers 
and friends and some smart doctors." 


Lost grave stones sadden official

When the City of Rolling Meadows 


plowed through the Old Plum Grove 
Cemetery with a bulldozer two years 
ago, Averry Wolfrum, township ceme- 
tery trustee, was willing to consider it 
an unfortunate accident. 


But when It happened again last 


week, Wolfrum was not so generous. 


He called the damage "open de- 


fiance of what I was trying to do " 


WOLFRUM is trying to preserve 


what little is left of the pioneer ceme- 
tery, near the Meadow Edge subdivi- 
sion, dating back to the 1800s. Most of 
the grave markers have been stolen 
or vandalized. What was left of them 
were plowed up two years ago by bull- 
dozers digging a sewer for the Mead- 
ow Edge development on the south- 
west side of town. 


But Wolfrum said he believed the 


stumps of those graves still were 
there until the city plowed them up 
last week while drilling a new well. 
He Is storing the broken markers and 
had planned to restore them after the 
well was dug and a fence was built to 
keep out thieves and vandals. 


The well site is just north of an old 


Cook County cemetery. But about two 
years ago Wolfrum discovered a strip 
of graves extending Into the city lim- 
its and onto the well site. He had 
asked the city to avoid that strip when 
they drilled the well and they "agreed 
in principle" to do so, he said. 


"We worked out a deal a couple of 


months ago where they wouldn't dig 


near the fence," Wolfrum said. (As- 
sistant City Mgr. Charles Green as- 
sured me they would keep me in- 
formed." 


BUT WOLFRUM said he discovered 


work on the well had begun, when he 
drove by the site last week and 'no- 
ticed the rig set up. 


"My heart just fell," he said. "The 


bulldozer had dug a lagoon just about 
to the fence line where I reserved for 
the graves, 


"I came on the scene and there was 


Green and (Public Works Director 
John) Hennessy and they looked a 
little surprised to see me." 


Wolfrum said officials showed him 


three fragments of markers the bull- 
dozeer had dug up. 


"WHAT THEY did was tell me how 


careful they were being as they dese- 
crated the cemetery," he said. "It's 
just like what happened two years ago 
with the sewer except that could have 
been a mistake. But this time I've 
repeatedly gone to meetings and they 
just went ahead and did as they 
pleased." 


Wolfrum was especially angry with 


Hennessy, whom he claimed had 
fought Wolfrum's request for a 25-foot 
wide road into the cemetery. Wolfrum 
said he needed the road to do his res- 
toration work. 


"Hennessy was the one-all along 


who frantically demanded to keep it 
narrow or not allow it at all. He had

Resident won't pay taxes, 
his bill tripled last year

John Keeley said he is not going to 


pay his property taxes. 


He sat in his 100-year-old -house on 


the corner of Dundee and Wolf roads 
in Wheeling with an expression on his 
face somewhere beteen angry and in- 
sulted. 


"We can hold out until the first of 


the year. After ^hat they (the (county) 
can sell' your house," the self-em- 
ployed printer said.^ 


Not only did Keeley's tax bill al- 


most triple this year, but he also dis- 
covered he has been overtaxed for the 
past 19 years.

HE IS ONE OF a group of North- 


west and North suburban residents 
who are joining a taxpayers' strike, 
organized by the newly formed Tax- 
payers Protest Committee. 


Keeley received a tax bill of $3,800 


on his 1.25 acre tract. Last year, be- 
fore the quadrennial reassessment, he 
paid the county $1,300. 


"So I went down to the county office 


— I wanted to find out how they were 
taxing me," he said. There he dis- 
covered the county has taxed him for 
9,500 square feet of Wolf Road 'border- 
ing his property since he moved there 
in 1958. , 
> 


While Keeley technically owns that 


portion of Wolf Road, it was declared 
a public easement in 1936 and is non- 
taxable. 


"They've been charging me for ... 


9,500 square feet of Wolf Road for 19 
years," Keeley said, adding the over- 
charge comes to $600 for this year 
alone. 


"They told me everyone who lives 


from Dundee to Hintz Road possibly 
is paying extra on the road," he said. 


FRANK COAKLEY, a spokesman 


for the county assessor's office, ad- 
mitted it appears Keeley has been 
overcharged He could not say wheth- 
er any other Wolf Road residents 
were over taxed. Several residents 
questioned were not aware of any in- 
equity. 


Keeley's tax bill will be corrected 


for 1976 when he files a complaint, 
Coakley said. He cannot, however, be 
reimbursed for any previous years be- 
cause complaint deadlines have ex- 
pired. 


Even with the $600 deduction, Kee- 


ley is not satisfied. He said a revised 
$3,200 bill is still too high for a'resi- 
dential lot. 


The county began assessing proper- 


ty on the basis of fair market value 
last year. Keeley's property has a 


higher market value than most resi- 
dential lots because it is zoned for 
multi-family housing. 


"THEY SHOULD come up with a 


better way of assessing property — 
not based on its value in the future, 
but what it's worth now," Keeley 
said. 


"I don't feel I should have to pay 


taxes on something that may or may 
not develop on my property," he said. 


While the county is taxing Keeley 


as if he could sell the property for 
more than $150,000, Keeley has not 
had an offer since he put it up for sale 
five years ago, he said.

Homeowners form protest group

High taxes, perhaps like no other 


issue, have a way of bringing out the 
rebel in Americans. 


It happened 201 years ago when 


Americans went to war to protest 
what they believed were unjust taxes. 


Today it is happening in northern 


Cook County, where taxpayers are 
hoping to organize a "taxpayers' re- 
volt" to protest huge increases in 
their tax bills. Some increases have 
been as high as 50 per cent in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The move for a tax strike began 


with1 a small group of irate taxpayers 
in Evanston about two weeks ago. The 
group met last week and drew about 
150 members. Thursday the "re- 
volt" will come to Palatine, where 
disgruntled taxpayers are expected to 
gather at 8 p m at the public library, 
500 N. Benton St. 


The movement probably will pick up 


steam and a larger following today 
and Wednesday with similar meetings 
in Winnetka and Glenview. 


"I've called everybody I can think 


of," said Mrs. William Spring, 801 S. 
Vail Ave., Arlington Heights, who has 
taken a strong interest in the pro- 
posed strike. "Something has to be 
done, but we can't do it alone," she 
said. 


"The John Doe and Jane Doe are 


frustrated. They can write all the let- 
ters they want to the 'Fencepost,' or 
call the village hall everyday, but you 
won't get anywhere." 


Mrs. Spring said she believes a 


large group of protesters will have 
some "clout" with local taxing bodies 
and the state legislature. 


That is what James L. Tobin, presi- 


dent of the National Taxpayers United 
of Illinois, also is hoping. The state 
taxpayers group, an affiliate of the 
National Taxpayers' Union in Wash- 
ington, D.C., is heading the strike 
drive. It has scheduled the regional 
meetings in an attempt to gather 
enough protesters to make its mark 
with those responsible for increases in 
taxes. 


THE GROUP IS collecting money 


for local newspaper ads and is circu- 
lating leaflets to help organize the 
citizen meetings 


Palatine Township Assessor Ber- 


nard E. Pedersen said since the tax 


bills came out in mid-July, complaints 
have revolved mainly around two 
points. , 


There are a lot of questions about 


the taxing bodies spending too much 
and there are questions about the as- 
sessments 
themselves," 
Pedersen 


said. 
' The tax assessments are based on 
the market value of property, which 
increased in most cases this year be- 
cause the Cook County assessor's of- 
fice completed its quadrennial reas- 
sessments of property in much of the 
Northwest suburban area. 


Pedersen said a taxpayers' strike 


might do something to alleviate future 
tax increases. 


"I SEE NO reason why they 


shouldn't do it," Pedersen said. 
"People complain and picket about 
everything else. I think complaints or 
a revolt could have reverberations in 
a lot of areas." 


Pedersen said a large-scale protest 


might cause taxing bodies to reconsi- 
der increased 
spending, increase 


Homestead tax exemptions for the el- 
derly or lead to some regulating legis- 
lation at the state level. 


Wheeling Township Assessor Mar- 


shall Theroux was not as optimistic 
that a protest would have much ef- 
fect. 


He said there is nothing that can be 


done about this year's tax bills. 


"Unless they can find an illegality 


or error in their assessment, I know 
of nothing that would happen from ex- 
pressing displeasure," Theroux said. 


Property owners who do not pay 


their tax bills by Aug. 15 are subject 
to a monthly fine of 1 per cent of the 
amount due, 


THE PROSPECT OF an even high- 


er tax bill may be a deterrent to some 
who would like to join the strike. 


Unless the numbers exceed several 


hundred in each community, they 
would be considered only "symbolic" 
protests according to Suzanne Reade 
of the Illinois Public Action Council.

DeLuca sentence the same

Saying "it wasn't us," Patricia Col- 


umbo and her lover, Frank DeLuca, 
were each sentenced to 200 to 300 
years in prison for the murders of 
Miss Colombo's parent:; and brother. 


Miss Colombo and DeLuca pro- 


claimed their innocence before Cook- 
County Circuit Court Judge R. Eugene 
Plncham rejected motions by their at- 
torneys for new trials and announced 
the sentences. 


Colombo, 21, and DeLuca, 39, 


were found guilty July 1 of the May 4, 
1976 killings of Miss Colombo's par- 
ents, Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael, 


Miss Columbo blinked back tears 


and spoke with a trembling voice af- 
ter Plncham asked her if she had any- 
thing to say before he pronounced her 
sentence. 


"There's one thing more important 


than anything else," Miss Columbo 
said, "that this court, your honor, the 
jury, can never take away from me, 
and that's thct my father, my mother 
and my baby brother know it wasn't 
us in that house that night or that 
morning.

"They know we weren't responsible 


for it," Miss Columbo said, "and 
that's all that really matters to me." 


FRANK DeLUCA spoke 'in a calm

Mayor favors plan 
to get Chicago water 


A plan to obtain Lake Michigan wa- 


ter from the City of Evanston has 
been rejected by Mount Prospect 
Mayor Carolyn H. Krause because of 
the cost and the distance it would in- 
volve. 


Mrs. Krause will discuss her deci- 


sion with officials from Arlington 
Heights and Palatine, who still are 
considering buying lake water from 
the North Snore community. 


Mrs. Krause has recommended the 


Mount Prospect Village Board aban- 
don the DAMP water commission's 
proposal to purchase water 
from 


Evanston in favor of the SHARE 4-3 
plan to obtain lake water from Chicago 
through a reservoir and pumping sta- 
tion to be built at O'Hare Airport. 


THE DAMP commission was 


created by the Illinois Legislature in 
195? and SHARE+3 was organized in 


1975. Both groups were formed to ob- 


tain and distribute Northwest subur- 
ban allocations of lake water. 


"I believe the time has. come to 


choose between the two plans," Mrs. 
Krause said. "We cannot support both 
in view of our limited water funds. I 
personally favor SHARE for several 
reasons." 


The mayor said the village's pro- 


ximity to the airport would mean the 
cost of acquiring water through the 
O'Hare pipeline would be kss than it' 
it was purchased directly from Evans- 
ton. Mount Prospect is about eight 
miles from O'Hare, less than half the 
distance from the village to Evans- 
ton's shoreline. 


The pipeline to O'Hare is estimated 


to cost $44 million to $62 million. The 
pipeline to Evanston would cost sub- 
stantially more, but no estimates are 


. 


available. Supporters of the Evanston 
line, however, say it will cost toss in 
the long run because Evanston would 
sell water cheaper than Chicago. 


Another reason Mrs. Krause said 


she supports the SHARE+3 plan is 
there are more municipalities with a 
greater combined population involved. 
"We could spread it (the cost) around 
more," she said.

McDonald Creek lies low and quiet 


hi Prospect Heights. But that does not 
comfort residents living along the 
banks of the moody stream. 


Spared in the last few years by 


sparse rainfall, they stand ready for 
the floodwaters to return at any time 
— ready in virtual fortresses tightly 
sealed and armed with sump pumps. 


Improvements have been made to 


McDonald Creek to prevent flooding 
problems. But they believe more 
should be made. They feel most of the 
improvements — culverts, widening 
of the creek bed — have improved 
conditions for Mount Prospect resi- 
dents downstream. 


The veseidents support a plan that 


calls for constructing a creek bypass 
northwest of the city in which 
ftoodwater would flow during heavy 
rains. 


BUT THE PROJECT is still in the 


planning stage, and until it is finished, 
residents can only wait and plug the 
cracks In their homes. 


A few neighbors recently sat in the 


kitchen of Angeto and Joan Paul, 1007 
Wildwood Dr.. recalling the "Great 
Flood! of 1972" and recounting prog- 
ress in solving the problem since 
then. 


On Aug. 22,1972, there was water in 


the kitchen, water slowly creeping up 
the first step of the staircase to the 
second floor. 


It was the worst of eight floods in a 


monsoon-like summer. 


She and her husband and family 


had moved into the house just a 
couple of weeks earlier. Many of their 
belongings' — including irreplaceable 
wedding photos and baby pictures — 
were still in boxes in the basement,

However, after checking records 
in the Illinois Dept. of Mines and Min- 
erals, police learned later in the week 
the DeVitos did not have an ex- 
plosives license. 


COOK COUNTY Sheriff's detectives 


seized 29 sticks .of dynamite and 93 
electric blasting caps, and destroyed 
an additional 26 sticks of dynamite, 
investigators said. 


"We've had this stuff (the ex- 


plosives) for seven yean and never 
thought" anything about it," Mid Eu- 


gene DeVito after he and his brother 
were released Monday on $5,000 bond 
each. "We did what we thought was 
right when we called the police. We 
were unaware of a license." 


Reliance Underground Construction 


Co. was awarded a contract to install 
more than 10,000 feet of sewer pipes 
in the Metropolitan Sanitary District's 
Deep Tunnel Project in Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The project has required blasting 


but spokesmen for the James McHugh 
Construction Co., Chicago said Re- 
liance has not supplied any of the 
dynamite used in the project and has 
done no blasting. McHugh is one of 
two general contractors hired by MSD 
for work oil several drop shafts in the 
project. 


"We haven't subcontracted 
any 


company for blasting purposes," said 
James LaRocque, a spokesman for 
McHugh. "We have supplied our own 
dynamite for the project — Reliance 
was only in charge of installing sewer 
lines."

Until then, Prospect Heights can 


only hope for a few more dry seasons, 
he said, offering little hope himself — 
"It'll rain again, don't worry." 


So neighbors of the creek are arming 


' themselves for the next battle and 
trying to lessen the problem by keep- 
ing the creek clean. They pull weeds, 
trees, chairs and other debris out of 
the stream on a regular basis. 


"We're going to lick it together," 


Paul said. "You know, we're one big 
family here because of the flooding — 
you'll find no better friends." 


Resident won't pay taxes, 
his bill tripled last year

John Keeley said he is not going to 


pay his property taxes. 


He sat in his 100-year-old house on 


the corner of Dundee and Wolf roads 
in Wheeling with an expression on his 
face somewhere beteen angry and in- 
sulted. 


"We can hold out until the first of 


the year. After that they (the county) 
can sell your house," the self-em- 
ployed printer said. 


Not only did Keeley's tax bill al- 


most triple this year, but he also dis- 
covered he has been overtaxed for the 
past 19 years. 


HE IS ONE OF a group of North- 


west and North suburban residents 
who are joining a taxpayers' strike, 
organized by the newly formed Tax- 
payers Protest Committee. 


Keeley received a tax bill of $3,800 


on his 1.25 acre tract. Last year, be- 
fore the quadrennial reassessment, he 
paid the co'unty $1,300. 


"So I went down to the county office 


— I wanted to find out how they were 
taxing me," he said. There he dis- 
covered the county has taxed him for 
9,500 square feet of Wolf Road border- 
ing his property since he moved there 
in 1958. 


While Keeley technically owns that 


portion of Wolf Road, it was declared 
a public easement in 1936 and is non- 
taxable. 


"They've been charging me for ... 


9,500 square feet of Wolf Road for 19 
years," Keeley said, adding the over- 
charge comes to $600 for this year 
alone. 


"They told me everyone who lives 


from Dundee to Hintz Road possibly 
is paying extra on the road," he said 


FRANK COAKLEY, a spokesman 


for the county assessor's office, ad- 
mitted it appears Keeley has been 
overcharged. He could not say wheth- 
er any other Wolf Road residents 
were over taxed. Several residents 
questioned were not aware of any in- 
equity. 


Keeley's tax bill will be corrected 


for 1976 when he files a complaint, 
Coakley said. He cannot, however, be 
reimbursed for any previous years be- 
cause complaint deadlines have ex- 
pired. 


Even with the $600 deduction, Kee- 


ley is not satisfied. He said a revised 
$3,200 bill is still too high for a resi- 
dential lot. 


The county began assessing proper- 


ty on the basis of fair market value 
last year, Keeley's property has a 
higher market value than most resi- 
dential lots because it is zoned for 
multi-family housing. 


"THEY SHOULD come up with a 


better way of assessing property — 
not based on its value in the future, 
but what it's worth now," Keeley 
said. 


"I don't feel I should have to pay 


taxes on something that may or may 
not develop on my property," he said. 


While the county is taxing Keeley 


as if he could sell the property for 
more than $150,000, Keeley has not 
had an offer since he put it up for sale 
five years ago, he said. Nobody will 


pay $150,000 for the land, he said. 


So Keeley is supporting the protest 


committee's push for an end to the, 
practice of assessing property by its 
market value. 


Homeowners form protest group

High taxes, perhaps like no other 


issue, have a way of bringing out the 
rebel in Americans. 


It happened 201 years ago when 


Americans went to war to protest 
what they believed were unjust taxes. 


Today it is happening in northern 


Cook County, where taxpayers 
are 


hoping to organize a "taxpayers' re- 
volt" to protest huge increases in 
their tax bills. Some increases have 
been as high as 50 per cent in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The move for a tax strike began 


with a small group of irate taxpayers 
in Evanston about two weeks ago. The 
group met last week and drew about 
150 members. Thursday the "re- 
volt" will .come to Palatine, where 
disgruntled taxpayers are expected to 
gather at 8 p.m. at the public library, 
500 N. Benton St. 


The movement probably will pick up 


steam and a larger following today 
and Wednesday with similar meetings 
in Winnetka and Glenview. 


"I've "called everybody I can think 


of," said Mrs. William Spring, 801 S. 
Vail Ave., Arlington Heights, who has 
taken a, strong interest in the pro- 
posed strike. '"Something has to be 
done, but we can't do it alone," she 
said. 


"The John Doe and Jane Doe are 


frustrated. They can write all the let- 
ters they want to the 'Fencepost,' or 
call the village hall everyday, but you 
won't get anywhere." 


Mrs. Spring said she believes a 


large group of protesters will have 
some "clout" with local taxing bodies 
and the state legislature. . 


That is what James L. Tobin, presi- 


dent of the National Taxpayers United 
of Illinois, also is hoping. The state 
taxpayers group, -an affiliate of the 
National Taxpayers' Union in Wash- 
ington, D.C., is heading the strike 
drive. It has scheduled the regional 
meetings in an attempt to gather 
enough protesters to make its mark 
with those responsible for increases in 
taxes. 


THE GROUP IS collecting money 


for local newspaper ads and is circu- 
lating leaflets to help organize the 
citizen meetings. 


Palatine Township Assessor Ber- 


nard E. Pedersau said since the tax 


bills ca e out in mid-July, complaints 
have revolved mainly around two 
points. 


There are a lot of questions about 


the taxing bodies spending too much 
and there are questions about the as- 
sessments 
themselves," 
Pedersen 


said. 


The tax assessments are based on 


the market value of property, which 
increased in most cases this year be- 
cause the Cook County assessor's of- 
fice completed its quadrennial reas- 
sessments of property in much of the 
Northwest suburban area. 


Pedersen said a taxpayers' strike 


might do something to alleviate future 
tax increases. 


"I SEE NO reason why they 


shouldn't do it," Pedersen said. 
"People complain and picket about 
everything else. I think complaints or 
a revolt could have reverberations in 
a lot of areas." 


Pedersen said a large-scale protest 


might cause taxing bodies to reconsi- 
der 
increased 
spending, 
increase 


Homestead tax exemptions for the el- 
derly or lead to some regulating legis- 
lation at the state level. 


Wheeling Township Assessor Mar- 


shall Theroux was not as optimistic 
that a protest would have much ef- 
fect. 


He said there is nothing that can be 


done about this year's tax bills. 


"Unless they can find an illegality 


or error in their assessment, I know 
of nothing that would happen from ex- 
pressing displeasure," Theroux said. 


Property owners who do not pay 


their tax bills by Aug. 15 are subject 
to a monthly fine of 1 per cent of the 
amount due. 


THE PROSPECT OF an even high- 


er tax bill may be a deterrent to some 
who would like to join the strike. 


Unless the numbers exceed several 


hundred in each community, they 
would be considered only "symbolic" 
protests according to Suzanne Reade 
of the Illinois Public Action Council. 


She said a arge-scale strike, how- 


ever, would leave taxing bodies with 
"a great deal of problems with cash 
flow." 


Ms, Reade's group is trying to ex- 


plain to taxpayers ways they can 
work to prevent future tax increases. 


"Over the long run the only solution 


is through legislation," she said. 


In a 14-page statement issued last 


spring, Kucharski charged that the 
four misinformed the boaroXand with- 
held information about the process of 
petitioning for the formation of a unit 
school district.

Turner, but that as the assistant 
state's attorney handling the Dist. 59 
investigation he knows there is an in- 
vestigation. 


"We have over 400 attorneys here 


and often the left hand doesn't know 
what the right hand is doing," he 
said. "Mr. Turner can only speak 
from his own personal knowledge and 
he obviously isn't aware of what I'm 
doing." 


Bahnmaier also said he knows of no 


investigation and denied the charges 
made against him by Kucharski. 


BAHNAMIER AND Mrs. Zanca 


have repeatedly demanded a public 
apology from 
Kucharski -for 
his 


charges, contending that he has no 
proof and there is no investigation un- 
der way. 


Bardwell and Mrs. Cummins were 


unavailable for comment Monday. 


"The fact that the state's attorney 


is looking into the situation is grafify- 
ing irrespective of what the outcome 
turns out to be," Kucharski said Mon- 
day. "It suggests I was not all wrong 
in bringing it to the public eye and 
asking that someone look into it and 
tell me if I'm right or wrong." 


Kucharski said that from the begin- 


ning he has had serious concerns as to 
how the unit district movement was 
handled and the ethical roles played 
by certain individuals in getting the 
issue to a referendum in April. 


BAHNMAIER, MRS. Zanca and Mrs. 


Cummins were members of the Com- 
mittee of 10 Dist. 59 residents who 
filed the petition seeking formation of 
an Elk Grove Township unit school 
district. 


Kucharski charged that the three 


district officials and Bardwell made a 
deal with representatives of Centex 
Industrial Park that involved promis- 
ing a lower tax rate for the new dis- 
trict in exchamge for the business 
community's support of the unit dis- 
trict referendum.
